Financial Report Shows 
That All of Money With 
Exception of $1,500,000 
Has Been Expended. 


With all of the contemplated im- 
provements making rapid strides to- 
ward completion, a report on the 
financial status of the money secured 
by the $8,000,000 bond issues author- 
ized by Atlanta voters two years ago, 
was made Saturdav by City Comp- 
truller B. Graham West. 

This report shows that less than 
half the money realized has been ex- 


Apended to date, although all except 


approximately $1,500,000 has been 


appropriated and is available for the 
different projects now being pushed 
towrr¢ completion. 

The total proceeds of the $8,000,000 
in bonds issued, ine! ding premiums 
on bonds sold and other items, is given 


as $9,541,457.92, with appropriations 
to date being $8,076,602.50. Of this 
amount $4,693,757.13 has been ex- 
pended, leaving a balance of $4,847,- 
690.79 for completion of the under- 

oe a ly ‘ 
$8,672.85 for Schools. 

Of the $3,500,000 voted for schools, 
a total of $8,672.85 remains for fur- 
ther expenditures. The sum of %3,- 
657,727.69 has been appropriated for 
school work and $2,027,295.30 has ac- 
ually been expended. The city hall 
bond issue of $1,000,000 has been even 
more completely utilized, but $524 re- 
maining after deducting appropriated 
amount; and the 3ums expended. 


A survey of the projects now under 
way Saturday revealed that each Is 
making good progress and several are 
fast nearing completion. 

The MacDougald Construction com- 
pany, contractors for the new twin 
viaducts at Pryor street and Central 
avenue, for which bonds of $1,000,000 
were voted, announced that this ma- 
jor project is at least 90 days ahead 
of its schedule. Workers are pushing 
it to completion by day and night 
shifts. The Central avenue viaduct 
will be opened to traffic early in 
January, it was stated, while the 
Pryor street viaduct will be opened 
hefore the end of the same month. 
The entire viaduct’ project is expect- 
ed to be completed early in February, 
ready to turn over to the city. 

Central Avenue Tracks Laid. 

Tracks have already been laid on 
the Central avenue viaduct and what 
remains to be done there is laying 
of pavement, installation of the hand 
rail and uniting the lower part, 

The new city hall, under construc- 
tion at the corner of Mitchell and 
Washington streets, has reached the 
second floor and, according to G. 
Llovd Preacher, architect, will be 
ready for occupancy by September 1. 
The contractor on this job is the Na- 
tional Construction company. This 
project is likewise financed by a $1,- 
000,000 bond issue.

ators and representatives. 

In this state that prides itself on 
its pioneer spirit in putting down 
booze—aided greatly by Carrie Na- 
tion wielding her hatchet against sa- 
loons—the campaign for a drinkless 
legislature was received with great 
surprise. 

Clyde M. Reed, governor-elect, has 
declared that prohibitory laws wil] be 
Strictly enforced after January 14, 
when he is inangurated as governor. 
Writing letters to various officials, 
he has enlisted the nid of Attorney 
General W. A. Smith, Mayor W., C. 
Rigby., of Topeka, and Glen Logan, 
county” attorney-elect of Shawnee 
county. 

Kansas lawmakers must drink as 
they vote while they are in Topeka, 
or even Kansas and Reed has warned 
the lebbyists, whom he accused of 
giving altogether too many booze par- 
ties to the legislators at other ses- 
sions, that they will have to go out- 
side of Kansas to offer drinks to Kan- 
sas legislators. 

Reed intends to do his utmost to 


protect his lawmakers from the “booze 
troughs” of the corporation lobbyists, 
he said. The lobby of the Associa- 
tion Industries, the railways, the elec- 
tric power interests, the Bell Tele- 
phone company and bus operators 
have been warned by Reed that the 
two bedfellows, drinking and polities, 
must have twin beds in Kansas. Va- 
rious officials of the state have 
pledged their support to the cam- 
paign. 

Reed charged that already a party 
had been given for eight senators by 
the lobby of the public utility inter- 
ests. The lawmakers and lobbvists 
sipped their drinks, so the governor- 
elect charges.

Admiral Charles T. Plunkett, while 
commander of the Brooklyn navy 
yard, roused a storm of discussion by 
a speech in which he intimated that 
Britain would be the logical enemy 
of the United States in another war. 

talph D. Blumenfeld, editor of the 
London Daily Express, who recently 
headed a group of visiting British 
journalists on a tour of the United 
States, told the United News that 
relations between London and Wash- 
ington were good. 

Trade Rivalry Factor. 

Published statements during the 
past two years, however, demonstrate 
that there is a numerous and intel- 
ligent group of persons on both sides 
of the Atlantic who, while they might 
not agree with Plunkett, certainly 


would not agree with Blumenfeld.

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STATUS OF SHOALS 
ILL NOW DOUBTED 


Attorney General’s Note 
Relating History of 
Coolidge’s ‘Pocket Veto’ 
Sent to House. 


Washington, December 22.—()— 
The question whether President Cool- 
idge killed the Muscle Shoals bill or 
allowed it to become law by failing to 
sign it at the end of the last session 
of congress still was undecided today 
after a department of justice memoran- 
dum on pocket vetoes was transmitted 
ty congress. 

The 99-page statement, dated last 
October 10, and forwarded to the 
house with a brief Jetter of transmittal 
by the president, contained no conclu- 
sions and merely went into the history 
of bills sent to the president within 
less than 10 days of adjournment of 
congress and remaining unsigned. In- 
stances were cited as far back as 1815 
where such measures were not allowed 
to become law, but the only reference 
to Muscle Shoals was the fact that 
the measure still was at the white 
house with a penciled memorandum, 
“pocketed,” attached. 

Lewis Deschler, house parliamentar- 
ian, expressed the opinion, however, 
that the “weight of the cases and prec- 
edents cited tends to bear out the con- 
elusion that a bill not signed within 
the ten days limitation as prescribed 
by federal constitution does not 
become law, irrespective of whether 
the ten-day limitation is at the final 
adjournment of congress or betweeu 
sessions of congress.” 

The Muscle Shoals bill was received 


at the white house May 26, 1928, three 
days before congress adjourned. Sena-

contended that congress was merely ip 


recess aftér May 20 and until the sec- | 


ond session of the seventieth congress 
began and that failure of the president 
to sign the bill automatically placed it

The attorney general's memorandum 
related that unsigned bills are found 
in four placges—in the custody of the 
secretary of the senate, the manuscript 
division of the library of congress, the 
archives of the state department, and 
the white house.

Many Georgia Cities. 


METER SYSTEM 
TO BE CHANGED 


Fixed Monthly Service 
Charge Is To Be Assess- 
ed Instead of Minimum 
Charge Heretofore Used 


Sweeping revisions in electric light, 
electric power and gas rates which 
will bring reductions amounting to 


| approximately $500,000 a year were 


made in two orders issued Saturday 
by the Georgia public service commis- 
sion applying to operations of the 
Georgia Power company. It is esti- 
mated that the new rates will show 
reductions totaling $250,000 in the 
electric department and an approxi- 
mate total of nearly $250,000 in the 
gas department, according to James 
A. Perry, chairman of the commis- 
sion. 

With the establishment of the new 
rate scales, which are to be applied 
to January meter readings, a new sys- 
tem of meters will be used in the elec- 
tric department. Under this system 
current used for electric lighting pur- 
poses will pass through the same 
meter as current used for operation 
of power machinery such as electric 
refrigerators, vacuum cleaners, stoves 
and other appliances. Formerly one 
meter was used for lights and another 
for power. 

Monthly Service Charge. 

In both gas rate and electric cur 
rent rate a fixed monthly service 
charge is assessed instead of the mini- 
mum charge heretofore used. From 
this uniform service charge the prices 
for current are based on a graduated 
scale on the actual cmount of cur- 
rent used. 

The gas rate decision applies only 
to Atlanta but the electric rate deci- 
sion applies to all Georgia cities 
served by the Georgia Power company. 
The rate now becomes uniform in all 
these towns and cities and the new 
schedule supplants 22 different rate 
schedules in use in these towns here- 
tofore. 


In the electric rate case the new 
rates are as follows: 

Service charge, $1.11 a month for 
meters of 10 amperes or less: $2.22 
c meath for motors over 10 amperes. 

us energy charge of: For the fi 
o0 KWK per month, $5.55; ae 
next 150 KWH per month, $3.33; 
for all over 200 KWH per month, 
$2.22. All bills paid within ten days 
of presentation subject to a discount 
of 10 per cent.

 eneled and also is charged with par- 


ticipation in robberies which police 
said included theft of the famous 
Jesse L. Livermore pearls in 1926 at 
New York. Other robberies laid to 
his gang were those of the J. Pier 
pont Morgan, Percy A. Rockfeller and 
J. P. Thayer homes in New York. 

Although admitting his identity, po- 
lice said. Kane did not say he was 
connected with the gang. He recog- 
nized the detective, but only said: 

“Welk, you know, Sheriton, it won't 
do me dny good to talk now.” 

Kane for the last year has been 
employed in a factory here but he 
made two trips to New York during 
that time. Shetiton said he learned 
from Kane's wife that he was in Khene 
sha. 

One of the specific charges against 
Kane is the slaying of James Mc- 
Cormick, Connecticut state motorcycle 
policeman, near Greenwich, Conn., 
May 18, 1927. McCormick was killed 
when he stopped a car for speeding.

as from the inside was made before 100 


' pbysicians and surgeons at Sing Sing 
ison tonight with a convict as the 
boratory. 

One of the doctors who arranged 
e demonstration said that the in- 
vention was expected to be of great 
aid in the study und treatment of 

Cancer, and stomach disorders. 
The camera is the invention of 
Gerard, of Vienna, Austria. Dr. 
Lawrente Cremin, a specialist of Us- 

ing, was in charge of the demon- 
‘Stration. Alexander Vollero, a 40- 
year-old prisoner from Brooklyn, serv- 
img a sentence of JO years to life, 
swallowed the camera. He was ‘se- 
lected because he recently had been 
operated on for a gastric ulcer and the 
doctors wished to see how the wounds 
had healed. 

The apparatus used consists of a 
rubber tube, about 25 inches long and 
about five-eighths of an inch in 
diameter. About two inches from the 
end of the hollow tube, which is 
shoved down the throat, is a small 
eylinder-shaped camera two inches 
long and about half an inch in 
diameter, equipped with tiny lens and 
tiny films. Just above the camera a 
short section of the tube is perforated 
and through it at this point inclosed 
in quartz glass, runs a fine wire. This 
wire, when the camera is operated. 
lights up like the wire in an ordinary 
eleetric lamp, only more brilliantly. 

Just above the perforrted part of 
the rubber tube is another camera of 
the .ame type and size as the bottom 
one. When the plunger is pressed the 
wire flares, a flood light illuminates 
the stomach and the picture is snap- 
ped. The tube is then withdrawn 
through the throat. 

here are eight films in each cam- 
era which, combined, would not be 
larger than a postage stamp. With 
one “shot” sixteen different sections 
of the stomach are photographed on 
the sectional films. The films are 
enlarged manyfold for inspection. 

he cameras are so constructed, it 
was said, that if they ever got loose, 
which was considered unlikely, they 
would pass through the body without 
difficulty. 

The operation, the doctors said, is 
only a little more difficult than swal- 
lowing a stomach pump, and it was 
believed would have no ill effect on 
the patient. 

' his invention is expected to be of 
&reat aid to medical science,” one of 
the doctors aiding in the demonstra- 
tion said. “It will, by photography, 
disclose a cancer in its very earliest 
Stages. A hundred thousand persons 
die yearly from cancers which, in 
many cases, if found in their earliest 
stages could be cut out or cured.

All prepay meters are abolished un- 
der-the new gas rate decision.

Due to the extension 
of its lines and mergers of other prop- 
erties the present operations of the 
Georgia Power company cover a very 
large portion of the state, and as a 
result-of these mergers and .consolida- 
tions there is no uniformity in the 
rates for this class of service. In fact, 
at this time there are 22 different 
schedules of rates. in the various com-

properties of the Georgia Power com- 
pany have so changed as to make them 
inseparably connected, and there can 
now be no justification for lower rates 
in large centers. It is, therefore, our 
conclusion that one schedule of rates 
for residential customers should be 
made to apply to all customers alike 
throughout the state. 
Many Points of Production. 

“At the present time the Georgia 
Power company does not produce all 
of its current at one point, but points 
of production and sources of supply 
are scattered throughout the system. 
Instead of being dependent upon the 
Tallulah Falls development and the 
steam plants at Atlanta, as was the 
case at the time the commission last 
prescribed rates for this company, it 
now produces hydropower at Tallulah 
Falls, Augusta and Macon, in os 
to the steam plants being operated at 
these points, as wel] as other steam 
plants throughout the system. The

cost is spread out through the entire 
rate structure and it, therefore, fol- 
lows that a customer using a very 
small quantity of electricity does not 
contribute as much to this initial cost 
of service as the customer. using a 
larger quantity. This initial cost is 
generally known as a ‘service charge’, 
and such a clhiarge has been recognized 
throughout the country in the matter 
of fixing utility rates and other lines 
of business. Many of the banks in 
Georgia and other sections make a 
service charge of $1.00 per month t 
customers that do not carry an. aver- 
age monthly balance of a stipulated 
amount; usually $100.00 being con- 
sidered as reasonable. 
the banks consider a customer carry- 
ing an average balance of less than 
$100 per month as being more or less 
undesirable and an actual expense to 
the bank in carrying the account. 
Residential Customers. 

“At the present time approximately 
76.5 per cent. of the Georgia Power 
company’s customers throughout the 
state are residential customers and 
these customers are using only* ap- 
proximately 6 per cent of the electric 
current sold hy the company.  Ap- 
proximately 21 per cent of the Geor- 
gin Power)company’'s residential .elec- 
trie customers are minimum charge 
customers. That is to say, these cus- 
tomers do not use sufficient current 
to exceed the minimum charge. This 
minimum charge under. the present 
rate structure includes from 10 to 15 
kilowatt hours of current § and if, 
therefore, follows that the minimum 
consuming customer is not paying the 
actual cost of the service, saying noth- 
ing in the way of return on the value 
of the property. 

“Tt is our opinion that the condi- 
tions existing teday surrounding the 
general use of electricity warrant 4 
revision of the present scheme of fix- 
ing the rates. The use of electricity 
is not now confined to lighting pur- 
poses only. but the electric stove, elec- 
tric refrigerator and heating appli- 
ances have come into general use. 
Under the present scheme of rates the 
charges for these new types of serv- 
In many 


use of electrie stoves and refrigerators 
are prohibited: these communities are 
deprived of the use of gas, and in 
many cases they can not, without 
ereat inconvenience, secure ice. For 
these reasons it is our purpose to 
prescribe a reasonable charge for elec- 
trie current as will make these mod- 
ern home conveniences available in all 
commuinities alike. At the present 
time a combination rate fs provided 
for in part of the territory served by 
the Georgia Power company. for these

“A customer using electric current 
for ligh' ‘ng purposes only does not 
consume as much current, on the aver- 


age, as a customer who uses current | 


for lighting, cooking, heating and re- 
frigeration. The demand for the latter 
class of customer is greater than the 
former and a different character of 
meter is necessary. and to that extent 
the initial. or ‘service charge,” to this 
class of residential customer should 
be slightly greater. However, under 
the application of the rates which we 
are herein prescribing. this larger cus- 
tomer will secure the benefit of a 
slightly lower rate. by means of using 
the greater amount of current. 
“Appendix ‘A’ attached hereto, 
shows the charges in several towns 
served by the Georgia Power company 
under the present rates for a given 
amount of current. compared with 
what the charges will be under the 
rates we are prescribing herein.

Contentions of Counsel. 

“Counsel for the municipalities oth- 
er than Atlanta contended that- in- 
sofar as the distribution of gas is 
of concern they are in fact a part of 
Atlanta and are entitled to whatever 
rate is prescribed for Atlanta. On 
the other hand, counsel for the city of 
Atlanta and the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades insisted .that the rates in 
Atlanta should be on a lower level 
than in the other municipalities. 
Counsel for Atlanta also insisted that 
the rates should be reduced to pro- 
vide a return on the value found by 
the commission in its order effective

“Tt is necessary that the commis- 
sion determine the value of the gas 
property of the Georgia Power com- 
pany on which it is entitled to earn 
a reasonable return. The order of the 
commission effective January 1, 1922, 
prescribing the present rates, was en- 
joined by appeal to the United States 
district court, Mleging confiscation, 
it being urged that the value of S0.- 
250,000, found by the commission at 
that time, was unreasonably low and 
would work confiscation of the com- 
pany’s property.

“Counsel for Atlanta and the At 
lanta Federation of Trades insist that 
the gas rate in Atlanta should be no 
higher than in Washington, D. C., or 
$1 per 1,000 cubic feet. The record 
does not show whether the conditions 
surrounding the manufacture, sale 
and distribution of gas at Washing- 
ton, D. C., is comparable with At- 
lanta. We know by experience that 
the gas rates in one community are 
not comparable with gas rates in an- 
other community, unless all conditions 
surrounding the manufacture, sale 
and distribution are the same. here 
gas is sold in large volumes it can be 
produced and sold at a lower rate 
than where produced and sold in less 
volume, for the reason that the cost 
of production of 1,000 cubic feet tends 
to decrease with volume and the cost 


of distribution and sale increase only 
slightly with the increased volume. 
Water Gas Plant. 

“The gas plant at Washington, D. 
C., is what is kuown as a water gas 
plant. That is, the gas is manufac- 
tured from oil and is manufactured 
at‘'a lower cost than from coal. W asn- 
ington is located on the water front 


iand, therefore, is enable to secure ‘its 
loil direct from points of production 
!at a low cost. 


The Atlanta gas plant 
is a combination water, gas and coal 
gas plant located in the interior where 
the cost of materials is greater than 
at Washington, D. C. During the 
year 1927 the plant at Washington 
served an ayerage of 102,187 custo 
mers, or approximately 21-2 times &s 
many customers as the Atlanta gas 
plant. During the year 1927 _ the 
total sales of the Washington plant 
was 5,773,281 thousand cubic feet, or 
more than three and one-half times 
the total sales of the Atlanta gag 
plant. It is, therefore, clear that the 
plant at Washington is, or should be, 
in a position to produce and sell gas 
at a lower rate than Atlanta, 

“Our investigation develops that, 
exclusive of industries there is an av- 
erage of 3,300 customers using an 
average of less than 1,000 cubic feet 
of gas per month, and approximately 
98.858 customers using more than 
1,000 cubic feet per month, and in the 
suburban districts, exclusive of in- 
dustrial customers, there is an aver: 
age of 166 customers using less than 
1,000 cubic feet per month and 2,676 
customers using iInere than 1,000 


cubic feet per. month. 
“The present rates are on. what is 


known as the block system: ‘That is, 
all cost of production, distribution 
and maintenance -of plant, including 
return on the value of the property, 
is distributed throughout the rate 
structure and the blocks are so con- 
structed that the same rate applies 
to a customer using 10,000 cubic fert 
of gas as to a customer using 1,000 
cubic feet of gas or less, although 
there are certain charges that accrue 
to each customer, regardless of wheth- 
er he uses any gas at all. These 
charges consist mainly of bookkeep- 
ing, billing, meter reading, mainte- 
nance of distribution lines, ete. Our 
investigation shows this cost to be 
not less than $1 per month per cus- 
tomer, although under the present 
rate it is possible for a customer in 
Atlanta to pay the minimum charg 
of $1 and also secure approximately 
G50 cubic feet of gas. It, therefore, 
follows that customers using larger 
quantities of gas are paying a part of 
the cost of service that should be paid 
by all customers alike. 
Prepay Meters Antedated. 

“Another class of service, if not out 
'of date, is fast becoming so, is the 
service provided through prepay me- 
ters. This is one of the most expen- 
sive gas services rendered the public. 
That is, it is expensiv: to the consum- 
ing public, because of extra and use- 
less cost in performing the service 
which in the end must be borne by 
the publie. Five years ago there 
were approximately 13,000 prepay me- 
ters in use by the gas consuming pub- 
lic in Atlanta. Today~there are less 
than 4,000 prepay meters in use. It 


is impossible to continue gas service 
through prepay meters, if the rates 
herein provided for are to be applied 
without discrimination, unless an ar- 
itrarily high flat rate should be fixed 
for this class of service, which would 
not be satisfactory, neither would it

“It is our opinion that the present 
gas earnings of the Georgia Power 
company at Atlanta and vicinity are 
excessive and should be reduced, and 
that such reductions should be made 
in such way as to properly distribute 
the cost of service among its gas cus 


discrimination. ‘To the extent 
that such discrimination would be re- 
flected in the cost of the service to 
the larger consumers, it would mean 
that those of the larger consumers 
would have to pay a loss sustained 
on the prepay meter customers. It, 
therefore, follows that it is impera- 
tively necessary that all prepay me- 
ters be displaced by the company as 
speedily as possible, straight meéters 
being substituted therefor, the cost 
of all which shall be borne by the 
company. without the right on the 
part of the company to require the 


usual deposit against loss. This is 
necessary if the gas consuming pub- 
lic throughout the territery served by 
the company, as a whole, are to be 
put on absolute equality, hence the 
necessity of ordering the removal of 
all prepay meters. 

“When the commission prescribed 
the present rates effective January 1, 
1922, we provided that the rates for 
the Atlagta suburban districts, viz: 
College Park. East Point, Decatur 


and Hapeville, should be 10 cents per 
1.000 eubic feet higher than the rate 
prescribed at Atlanta. Subsequent to 
that time conditions, with regard to 


distribution of gas to these commu-, 


im 


nities, have greatly changed. East 
Lake at that time was included in the 
suburban district, but has since been 
incorporated with Atlanta and now 
enjoys the Atlanta rate. The inter- 
mediate territory between Atlanta and 
Decatur, also between Atlanta, East 
Point, College Park and Hapeville 
has experienced much development. 
Conditions Here Change. 

“Residences and business houses 
now fill the space of long stretches 
of vacant land that existed at that 
time. Conditions have changed with- 
in the bounds of the city 
Atlanta, a fast gro-‘ing city. The 
commercial growth of the city is fore- 
ing the residential section to new ter- 
ritory, thus requiring longer lines of 
distribution for gas, while the pro- 
duction plant must remain station- 
ary. It is’ our opinion that justifica- 
tion for a higher rate in the subur- 
ban districts of Atlanta has passed 
and, therefore, the rates which we are 
prescribing herein are to apply 
throughout the territory served by the 
Atlanta gas plant. 

“The system of rates which we are 
prescribing herein will have the effect 
of increasing the charges to a com- 
paartively small number of customers, 
but considering the cost of service 
these increases are fully justified. On 
the other hand, the rates prescribed 
will result in a considerable decrease 
in the company’s gas revenues, predi- 
cated on 1927 operations. It is, there- 
fore,

AIRPLANES READY 

FOR BIG ADVANCE. 

Ascunsion, Paraguay, December 22. 
(United News).—A possibility of new 
fighting on the Bolivian-Paraguayan 
frontier was seen today in reports pub- 
lished by the newspaper La Patria 
that 3,500 Bolivian troops were march- 
ing on the city of Bahia Negra, in 
the disputed Chaco frontier region. 
The reports were not confirmed from 
other sources. A Bolivian attack on 
Bahia Negra, which is in Paraguayan 
territory, might make useless the Pan- 
American conference efforts to smooth 
out the recent crisis between the two 
countries, La Patria pointed out. 

Rumors of Bolivian military activi- 
ties in the border wilderness spread 
in the city. 

The newspaper El Liberal said to- 
day that stocks of airplanes and gaso- 
line were being Jaid in at the Argen- 
tine province of Formusa and that 
three new sheds had been built to use 
for storage of such materials. Large 
signs reading “Jorge Aleman. Pur- 
veyor for Southeastern Bolivia,” were 
on the sheds, the paper said.

Lapaz, Bolivia. December 22. 
(United News.)—Recruited from uni- 
versity students, the “Vanguardia regi- 
ment” has been equipped with war 
accoutrements and will leave at once 
for Tarija, it, was announced today. 
The regiment will take up quarters in 
the section which is in the heart of 
the Chaco wilderness adjacent to the 
Paraguayan-Bolivian frontier. 

Political circles had a. growing feel- 
ing today that the resignation vyester- 
day of Public Instruction Minister 
Canelas might bring about a cabinet 
crisis.

It was 
in the little town, then and still is, of 
Milledgeville, Ga., that this great event 
took place, It is with fear and trembling 
that the editor of this column edits these 
few lines for no matter what is said, nor 
how much {s printed, or even how deeply 
he thinks, mere words cannot sufficiently 
elaborate on this particular individual's 
character, service or qualities. Likewise, 
as this individual is the direct ‘‘boss’’ of 
this particular editor, ‘tis a hard problem 
but us editors are fearless--so here goes, 

We have as the notable for the week, 
Colonel Isaac Newell, the commanding offi- 
cer of the Fifteenth United States infan- 
try. To begin with the colonel is a ‘‘Crack- 
er’’ and that covers lots.

D. A. R. Memorial 
Is To Be Erected 


In Washington 


A D. A. R. memorial will be erect- 


ed to Mary Desha, Mary S. Lock- 


wood, Ellen Hardin Walworth and 
Eugenia Washington on the grounds 
of Memorial Continental hall, 
Washington. D. C., April, 1929. 

This marble monument will repre- 
the figure of a woman, with 
long flowing drapery, arms outstretch- 
ed, indicating the spirit of- protec- 
tion and sympathy and the desire for 
unity which animated the organization 
of this society.

Mrs. A. L. Patterson, chaplaig of

“Tributes to Our French Allies.” 
“The theme for th- years study is 
“A Nation in the Making.” We have 
presented, in most attractive and com- 
prehensive manner, the causes which 
led up to the stand which the colonies 
made for their independence; the ef- 
fect it had on England, and some of 
the thrilling incidents which accom- 
panied our Declaration of Independ- 
ence; we now come to that time dur- 
ing our struggle when the French 
came to our aid. Listening only to the 
words of justice and humanity. France 
loved the nation who dared to pledge 
herself to sincerity, and France's old 
honor came to shield the new citizens 
of the world. 


“All of the optimism of the 18th 
century, lived again in the enthusiasm 
of the young noblemen who devoted 
their swords to a cause which needed 
foreign help: LaFayette, D-Estange, 
Gerard, Rochambeau are names we 
have long been familiar with and cher- 
ished with more or less respect. Pos- 
sibly we have thought. there were just 
these and a few others, romantic, ad- 
venture seeking, hot headed youths of 
France who were intoxicated by the 
idea of American liberty and rushed 
across the sea to struggle, gloriously,

“No! Simply in the name of justice 
and kindness. France loved these peo- 
ple who dared to undertake to live ac- 
cording to the true standards of hu- 
manity and for their welcome into 
the world, she covered them with the 
prestige of her ancient honor. It was 
a noble courage and a bold risk, to 
cast off chains of tradition and throw 
themselves into a future of adventure. 
As the years passed, it seemed that 
America had decided to leave France 


and Europe a prey to the witchcraft 
of the past; she grew to consider the 


old world as fundamentally comprised: 
never would her calm and brilliant 
destiny be troubled by our affairs: 
and we lived a life of apparent in- 
difference to France. 

Then came a day, when world war 
raged, and America, for the salvation 
of her honor, threw herself into the 
bloody affair and she reconquered her 
original soul—a soul closely allied to 
that of France. And, again the man- 
hood of France and America fought 
side by side for Justice and Truth 
and all the world knew that America, 
recognizing her debt to France, was 
paying with interest. We like gen- 
erosity, and France has always been 
generous. It was a chivalrous gene- 
rosity that France extended. We ad- 
mire that simplicity of manhood, the 
substance of which, is courage, and 
from the days of the religious wars 
until now French courage has been 
superb. Most of all we admire that 
generosity of the soul which can 
make supreme sacrifices, and say noth- 
ing about them, in times that call for 
the instant surrender of everything 
that men hold dear, for a cause that 
is felt to be higher than the individual 
life. France has made this surrender 
on a scale which, as we see it today. 
seems to be without parallel in his- 
tory. 

Marquis de LaFayette, equipped 
a small frigate at his own ex- 
pense, and in company with some 


of his own age, 
in time, before Georgetown, 8. C., 
June 15, 1877. A humorous news- 


paper correspondent in Paris put it 
“The desire to visit our (French) 


colonies and learn a little of the art 
of navigation, are reasons enough that 
he left a charming wife and a family 
that adored him; but without these 
it might be necessary to ascribe other 
views to him.” But La Fayette wrote 
this “charming wife” while at sea 
these words: “Defender of that lib- 
erty which I adore, more liberal in 
my own opinions than anyone else, 
in going to offer my services to this 
interesting republic, I only carry with 
me frankness and good will—I hope, 
for my sake that you will become a 
good American, it is a sentiment wor- 
thy of virtuous hearts. The happiness 
of America is bound to that of all 
humanity. It is going to become the 
respectable, safe asylum of virtue, tol- 
erance, equality and peaceful liberty.” 


Other Heroes. 


Young Chevalier More de Pontgi- 
baud, at the age of 19 years, had been 
incarcerated in a tower by his family, 
because he had a yiolent and ferocious 
temper and would not apply himself to 
any vocation. He was incorrigible 
and tired of contending with him, 
they put him on a ship and sent him 
to America. They could not have 
pleased him better. The ship was in 
a frightful storm, chased by the Eng- 
lish; ran aground; and finally, in the 
James river, was pillaged by an ae 
lish ship. Pontgibaud saved a little 

oney and set out for Williamsburg, 
‘a., hunting La Fayette. There he 
learned that La Fayette was at Valley 
Forge and he walked the 80 miles 
to him. La Fayette welcomed him 
and admitted him to the rank of 
Washington's aide de camp. Admiral 
D'Bstang, with a powerful French 
squadron, arrived off Sandy Hook 
with 12 ships to show to Washington 
the frank, warm homage of his friend- 
ship and entire devotion. “It has been 
prescribed in my orders,” he said, “but 
my heart also inspires me to say these 
words. Many more thrilling adven- 
tures of these brave men i 


in our 
behalf might bé told, but these will 
suffice to revive our memories and 
inspire us ta renew our study of their 
wonderful history.

H. Land, a public spirited citizen 
of Columbus, has presented the Co- 
lumbus Womau’s club with a lot in 
Wynnton as a Christmas present to 
that organization, for the building site 
vf the permanent clubhouse.

The 
lot, which is a part of Boulevard Ter- 
race, faces the viaduct road, a con- 
tinuation of Thirteenth street. It is 
ideal for the purpose of a club house 
as it is centrally located, easily acces- 
sible to tlhe buns lines and is larg 
enough to allow ample parking space.

Find out what facilities the public 
health official has for a sanitary con- 
trol. namely water, sewerage, etc. 

“Urge the keeping of vital statis- 
ties and their use in an educational 
program to make the community rec- 
ognize the weak places. Back a pro- 
gram to strengthen community weak 
spots. Study the work being done by 
the state volunteer organizations such 
as the tuberculosis association, social 
hygiene, dental hygiene, ete. Ani 
ascertain how far the club can assist 
in promoting these efforts. 

“Our national chairman  recom- 
mends especially a new book by Dr. 
Dublin, “Health and Wealth,” for 
club study on the general program of 
public health. Our work will be 
built upon what has been done in 
previous years. We want to urge the 
passage of the Ellis health law in 
every county in Georgia. Safe and 
clean milk and the reduction of ma- 
ternal and infant mortality.

This 
will have the natural result of or- 
ganized reading clubs for the children 
headed by mothers of the P.-T. A., 
with the idea of greatly increasing 
the activity of these clubs during the 
summer and vacation season. Every 
P.-T. A. should be planning tow to 
organize the summer reading clubs, 
according to the number of children

W rites Article on Subject 


Mrs. A. G. Sullivan, chairman of 
spiritual training for the fifth district 


P.-T. A., writes interestingly in the 
following article on this important 
subject: 

“Spiritual training would aim for a 
cultivation of the highest ideals, and 
the development of habits and aatti- 
tudes of life, which express a per- 
sonal relationship with God. Luther 
Weigle, national chairman of spiritual 
training, says, ‘Every child has a 
right to a faith. Every child has a 
right to understand and share his 
spiritnal heritage. Yet we are neg- 
lecting this aspect of the nature of our 
children becanse of our preoccupation 
with material things. 


“Parents are failing their children 
more than ever before in spiritual 
training in the home. The church P.- 
T. A. can be a great factor in show- 
ing the parent the responsibility which 
should be theirs. Help will be given 
or programs suggested for the organi- 
zation of these church associations. 

“Dr. Weigle suggests a bookshelf in 
every school library and a study group 
along this line. Names of books for 
this shelf and study groups for Catho- 
lic, Jewish and Protestant children 
will be given if desired. Every local 
P.-T. A. should have one good pro- 
gram on spiritual training during the 
year. 


Children should be urged to attend 
Sunday school. Parents are not dis- 
charging their responsibility if Sun- 
day or the sabbath is not honored, 
Memorizing of scripture, while the 
child is young, is recommended as a 


builder of character. “Thy word have 
I hid in mine heart,’ says the Psalm- 
ist, ‘that I might not sin against 
Thee.’ 

“Interesting books for Sunday read- 
ing may be obtained and children will 
love to read them. A little effort on 
the part of the parent while the child 
is young, added to a little discipline 
as the age increases may help to form 
a life-long habit of Sunday reading 
and Sunday observance. 


“None of us can help but face the 
fact that we are living in an age con- 
taining more perils for our children 
than ever before, and also an age of- 
fering more opportunities for them 
than ever before. Should we not send 
them out from the home as carefully 
guarded from within as we guard their 
physical bodies from cold and disease? 
Spiritual training, rightfully given in 
the home first, and in the Sunday 
school and church service, will simplify 
all other training and give the child 
the heritage which is his right due. 
Let us think often and seriously of 
this matter during the year.”

Mrs. Drake stated 
that ineffectual efforts to return the 
sword to ifs rightful owner had been 
made. The uniform of Major Dodson 
was presented and as the beloved grey 
was displayed a ‘solemn hush filled 
the hall. This uniform was worn by 
Major Dodson, who was killed in the 
skirmish on Kennesaw mountain in 

864. The honorable discharge of 
Thomas H. Beauchamp, sergeant, com- 
pany H, Alabama regiment infantry, 
father of Mrs. Drake, was presented. 
This was signed by Mons. E. Johbn- 
son, second lieutenant, C. S. A., com- 
manding. An ante bellum picture of 
a Georgia mountain woman at the 
spinning wheel exquisitely done and 
priceless, was presented by Mrs. Wil- 
liam J. Poole. Mrs. Warren D. White 
gave a portrait of General Joseph PE. 
Johnston, the frame being of antique 
design, both being of inestimable 
value. Mrs. Perdue displayed a cross 
of honor which had been the property 
of George T. Gera!d, a veteran of the 
soldier's home, who passed on Jan- 
uary 2, 1926. This was found after 
his burial and presented to Mrs. John 
A. Purdue by Mr. McAllister, super- 
intendent of the home. Miss Rose 
Moran presented, in the name of 
Mrs. J. B. Jobson, a beautiful bound 
volume, entitled “Memories of ’64.” 
Miss Lillian Henderson in a most 
pleasing manner made a gift to the 
chapter donating a book giving a rec- 
ord of the crosses of military service 
which had been bestowed during her 
term of office. These gifts were gra- 


ciously accepted by Mrs. R. K. Ram- 
bo, second vice president. 

The new book just published by the 
Soldier’s home was displayed and its | 
beauty and the valuable information 
therein will make a valuable addition 
to any library. Mrs. Rambo then in- 
troduced the speaker of the afternoon, 
Bishop Mikell, of the Episcopal dio- 
cese of Atlanta, who spoke most feel- 
ingly of the spirit of General Lee. 
Among other things he stated that 
great crises produced great men, and 
that General Lee was rated with the 
few feally great generals—Caesar, 
Alexander the Great, Napoleon—and 
Robert E. Lee. He brought out with 
most interesting illustrations, that 
coincident with the spirit of Lee’s na- 
ture, was the religious urge. That 
at all time and under fire he was 
heard to state, “There is no stress 
ever too great; under all conditions 
I salute the church of the living God.” 
Bishop Mikell emphasized the fact that 
the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy kept alive by their efforts the 
history of these men and that now 
at the Yuletide season they brought 
the Christmas spirit home to their 
work and to a country now united.

Mrs. George Westmoreland is wide- 
ly known throughout the state as a 


loyal Georgian; nothwithstanding she 
is a South Carolinian, a Charlestoen- 
inn by birth, but reared in the city of 
Greenville, where she began her life of 
Christian service in her early girlhood. 
The honor that has so recently come 
to her from the Woman’s Missionary 
society of Ponce de Iseon Baptist 
chureh, in designating a mission gift 
of $1,000 as a memorial to her, is a 
tribute worthily bestowed. 

She was baptized at the age of 
twelve into the fellowship of the First 
Baptist chureh, of Greenville, 8S. C., 
by the pastor, Dr. James C. Furman. 
Her father, Julius C. Smith was an 
honored deacen and a trustee of the 
Southern. Baptist Theological semi- 
nary, at Greenville, where this insti- 
tution was founded and located until 
its removal to Louisville, Ky. Her 
mother was the eldest daughter of Dr. 
Basil Manly, Sr., who was for years 
pastor of the First Baptist church, of 
Charleston, S. C., and who later be- 
came president of the University of 
Alahama. 

When one considers Mrs. West- 
moreland’s inheritance from ancestors 
distinguished both in th: religious and 
educational life of the south, it seems 
but natural that her name should be 
indelibly linked with many of the en- 
terprises of southern Baptists, and 
that her wise counsel and executive 
ability should have been in demand in 


many of the forward movements of 
the denomination. 

She was educated at the Greenville 
Woman's college, and was married in 
her home town to George W. West- 
moreland, where the young couple 
made their home until 1891. When 
they moved to Atlanta, Mr. Westmore- 
land became one of the well-known at- 
torneys of this city. The Westmore- 
lands, on coming to Atlanta became 
members of the First Baptist church ; 
later they joined the Second, and in 
1913 brought their letters to Ponce de 
Leon, where Mr. Westmoreland is now 
a member of the board of deacons, Al- 
though honored with many official po- 
sitions, in both city and state organi- 
zations, Mrs. Westmoreland’s activi- 
ties in her own Sunday school and W. 
M. S. have been preeminent. 


A trustee of the Baptist Orphans’ 
home, Hapeville, since 1910, she bas 
served as president of the board since 
1922; as recording secretary of Bap- 
tist Woman’s Missionary Union of 
Georgia, and later was elected vice 
president of the organization. As a 
member of home mission board of 
Southern Baptist convention, she has 
served continuously ever since women 
have been given representation on the 
board. 

Having served her denomination in 
so many and varied activities tt may 


be safely said that among the women | 


of Georgia, there none that her people 
would more delight to honor than Mrs. 
George W. Westmoreland, during this 
memorial ruby anniversary year of 
southwide Baptist Woman's Mission- 
ary union.

N EDUCATION MEETING 


Superintendent Duggan Says 
Easterners Are Enthusias- 
tic Over Gathering Here. 


Prominent educational workers of 
the United States are evincing marked 
interest in the session of the National 
Education association to be held in At- 
Janta next summer, according to Dr. 
M. L. Duggan, state superintendent 
of edueation, who has returned from 
attending two important educational 
conferences, one held in Philadelphia 
and the other in Washington, D. C. 

All state superintendents of educa- 
tion were present at the conference in 
Washington which was called by the 
United States commissioner of educa- 
tion. The Philadelphia meeting was at- 


tended by 3,000 representatives of vo- | 
‘said, would be of great service jn 


cational education departments of the 
various states. 
Genuine Interest Shown. 

“I was tremendously impressed by 
the genuine interest shown in Georgia 
and the forthcoming convention this 
summer,’ Dr. Duggan said. ‘‘At both 
the meetings it was generally the ex- 
pressed belief that the Atlanta mecting 


of the National Education association 
would be the largest ever held by that 
body. It was plainly evident that the 
eyes and interests of all the states are 
focussed on Georgia and the Atlanta 
meeting. They have heard much about 
southern hospitality and are coming in 
unprecedented numbers to test it. They 
are hearing constantly of southern 
prosperity and prospects, industrially, 
and educationally and they are coming 
to see it.” 

Dr. Duggan said that the convention 
will be held in Atlanta June 28 to 
July 4, 1929.

“T am wondering if Georgia and 
Atlanta realize the opportunity, that 
will come to us from this meeting of 
this great educational convention in 
our midst,” Dr. Duggan continued. ‘‘It 
will take a long time for preparation 
on the part of many agencies for us 
to get ready to reap the full benefits 
of such an opportunity. It would be 
unfortunate if the beginning of such 
preparations is postponed too Jong. 
This convention will bring to us a 
high tide of opportunity of selling edu- 
cation to Georgians and selling Geor- 
gia to the world and if taken at the 
flood will lead on to fortune. I dare 
not think what the results may be if 
we neglect so great an opportunity.” 

At the two meetings attended by 
Dr. Duggan he was asked many ques- 
tions about Georgia. 

“Coming from Atlanta and _ repre- 
senting education in Georgia J] was 
naturally the center of many inquir- 
ies,” he said. ‘‘Among these were ‘Can 
Atlanta accommodate such a conven- 
tion?’ ‘Are opportunities being af- 
forded of seeing Georgia by pre-conven- 
tion and post-convention motorcades?’ 
‘Will Georgia peaches and watermelons 
be ripe at the time of the convention? 
‘Will Georgia roads be passable if we 
drive our cars?’ and many other ques- 
tions were fired at me frequently. One 
of the questions asked frequently was 
‘How is the Stone Mountain memorial 
progressing and will it be completed 
by the time we get to Atlanta?’ ”

No Trouble in Growing Trees 
in Georg‘a, Dr. Carey 
Declares. 


Waycross, Ga., December 
(Special.)—“The problem in growing

pine trees, for turpentine and lum-. 


ber purposes, in most sections of the 
world, is that of planting, but the 
problem here in south Georgia is that 
of thinning th. trees in order that 
they may have a chance to grow,” 
states Dr. Austin Carey. “In most in- 
stances the trees grow readily enough, 
and they mature rapidly, but we have 
found after years of experiments that 
trees will not grow if they are too 
close together, Thus we have evolved 


a process of thinning our young pine 


forests.” 
Dr. Carey, who has studied forestry 


methods in every section of the United | 
emphasizes the! | 


States and abroad, 


fact that southeast Georgia is the 


center of the fastest reproducing pine | | 
in the world, and that | 


timber area 
untold wealth ean be amassed through 
the proper care of pine timber area 
surrounding Waycross. 

The present theory upon which Dr. 


Carey is working is that there should 
not be more than from 300 to 400 
trees, of turpentine size, to the acre. 

“Like any other crop, pines won't 
grow properly if they are too thick,” 
he says, “and we figure that approxi- 
mately 350 trees is about all an acre 
— Georgia land can take care 
OL. 
After some years of educational 
work along the lines of woods fire 
prevention, Dr. Carey believes that 
thinning methods should be given 


equal importance as a means toward | 


making our forests profitable. 
“Of course you have to keep the 


fires out of woods, in order that we) 


may get a good stand of young trees, 
and then it is just as important that 
we thin our crop and take care of it 
until the trees grow into producing 
saplings.”

Chattanooga University Al- 
lowed To Move Into Geor- 
gia District Next Year. 


DeLand, Fla., December 22.—(@)— 
Delegates to the annual convention of 
the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
association were en route home to- 


night, after concluding one of the most 
harmonious meetings in history. Re 
jection of a proposal to enlarge the 
organization from four to five dis- 
tricts was the outstanding action. 

Although the redistricting measure 
was tabled after lengthy discussion, 
the convention did agree on a plan 
whereby two institutions were per- 
mitted to transfer to different divi- 
sions from those in which they former- 
ly had existed in order that they might 
work out more convenient playing 
schedules. 

Chattanooga Changes. 

Under the new arrangement the 
University of Chattanooga at Chatta- 
nooga, formerly in the fourth district, 
embracing Kentucky and Tennessee, 
was transferred to the second district, 
comprising Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama, while Southwestern college at 
Memphis, which also was in the fourth 
district, was placed in the third dis- 
trict, composed of Mississippi and 
Louisiana. The first district, com- 
prising North and South Carolina, 
was unaffected. 

It was brought out that Chatta- 
nooga and Southwestern, under the 
old plan, were located more distant 
from the majority of schools in their 
own district than they were from 
many of the schools in adjoining di- 
visions, thus causing greater travel- 
ing expenses for the teams and making 
the management of sports under the 
old groupings less efficient. 

Original Measure. 


Under the original redistricting 
measure the association would have 
been enlarged to five districts, made 
up as follows: First district, North 
and South Carolina; second district, 
Georgia Alabama and the University 
of Chattanooga; third district, Ken- 
tucky and Union college at Jackson, 
Tenn.; fourth district, Florida, and 
fifth district, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Southwestern college at Memphis. 
The proposal was tabled indefinitely 
when the convention decided that the 
change would prove no more profit- 
able or efficient in working out bet- 
ter playing schedules then the present 
arrangement of four districts, 

As a result, the association will con- 
tinue with the four-district plan as 
before, with teams playing a majority 
of their games Within their respective 
districts, but with the privilege of 
scheduling games outside their division 
or with nonconference schools, if they 
desire. 

No Grid Championship. 

Schools in 8S. I. A. A., numbering 
32 in the nine states of Kentucky, 
Alabama, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Florida, do not play 
for a football championship, as no 
post-season games are permitted in 
which leaders in the various districts 
might be brought together to play for 
an association title. 

However, the association does per- 
mit a basketball championship, with 
the three leading teams in each dis- 
trict eligible to participate. Jackson, 
Miss., was selected by the convention 
for next year's basketball tournament, 
to be held March 1, 2, 4 and 5. 

Other actions taken by the conven- 
tion included admission of the Univer- 
sity of Miami at Miami, Fla., effective 
in the fall of 1929, selection of Mobile 
as the 1929 convention city, and the 
annual election of officers. Dr. J. W. 
Provine, president of Millsaps college, 
was reelected president. 

_ No questions of eligibility of play- 
ing rules were brought before the con- 
vention.

Something New in Offense 
Likely To Be Shown at 
Game, Scribe Declares.

Pasadena, Calif.. December 22. 
(/)—Georgia Tech's Golden Tornado 
is due to come roaring into this busy 
California city tomorrow at 4:40 

. m. 

The natives were preparing to take 
to their storm cellars, but a valiant 
band of Golden Bears from the Uni- 
versity of California chose to remain 
out in the open, and with two prac- 
tice sessions daily, prepare to meet 
the Tornado in deadly combat. The 
gold of the south and the gold of the 
west come together in the Rose Bowl 
here New Year's day. 

Coach Nibs Price sent his crew of 
47 gridders through two intensive 
workouts, Steve Baneroft, tackle, 
and Bob Norton, substitute end, re 
turned to the fold this morning, after 
aving missed the first practice yes- 
terday, and brought the squad back 
to its full strength. Price is driving 
his men at top speed for two reasons. 
He wants to get them organized to 
halt the jommins ting rushes of Warner 
“Mighty” Mizell, Stumpy Thomason, 
and Father Lumpkin, and he wants, 
at the same time, to recreate his of- 
fense. Secondly, the entire squad is 
overweight, and Price wants the men 
to work down to fighting weight 
again. The Bears have been more 
or less inactive since November 24, 
when they battled Stanford to a 
tie. 


New Offensive. 


More evidence that Price intends 
to uncork a lot of new pass plays 
New Year's day was shown in the 
morning workout today, when the 
squad went through the same forma- 
tions that it tried yesterday. Benny 
Lom and Lee Eisan, halfback and: 
quarterback, respectively, took turns 
at tossing the pigskin to the ends 
and halfbacks, from new formations. 
Price evidently is following the same 
tactics he employed last year, in un- 
covering a lot of new stuff in a post 
season game with Pennsylvania, and 
swamping the easterners after a more 
or less disastrous coast season. 

Brick Mitchell, who scouted the En- 
gineers against Georgia, lined up the 
goofs in the Tech formation, as far 
as he saw them, and the Bears got 
a lot of drill in going through de- 
fense tactics. “Brick” Muller, Cali- 
fornia’s all-American end of the won- 
der team days, whose famdus 70-yard 
pass to Brodie Stephens was the fea- 
ture of the New Year's game in 1920, 
took a position in the “Tech” back- 
field, and gave a demonstration of 
what can be expected when the visit- 
ing passers cut loose. 


Lom Tries Kicking. 


_ Benny Lom, the coast’s best putter, 
is giving his educated toe a lot of 
work. Disquieting reports concern- 
ing the ability of “Mighty” Mizell in 
the punting line, including two 65- 
yard boots against Alabama, have 
indicated that Benny will have to be 
at his best if he hopes to stave off 
the Tech threats as he has done with 
coast teams. 

Price is striving hard to overcome 
two psychological factors which favor 
the Bears. One is the west’s success 
against eastern and mid-western 
teams this season, which indicates a 
super brand of football in these sunny 
climes; and tke other is the fact 
that California never has been de- 
feated in the Rose Bowl.

The Californians were worried 
about the reported illness of Stumpy 
Thomason and Bob Durant. “We 
all hope the two men will be in their 
best condition to play,” Price said to- 
day. “If we win, we want to beat 
the best team Tech has to offer; and 
if we lose, we want it to be the same 
way. 

Memories of Past. 

The Bears’ first workout brought 
back memories of years past. There 
was Muller, famous end of the 1920 
and 1921 teams, tossing passes all 
over the field yesterday as he helped 
the boys to get the kinks out of their 
respective systems, Brick is a valued 
assistant to Price now. Nibs was 
Andy Smith’s chief aid when all-

Fumble Gives

In One Game 


Running Plays Used Effec- 
tively But 4 Times Though 
Defense Good. 


Editor’s note: The following article 
deals with California’s method of scor- 
ing during the past season and was 
written by Braven Dyer, sports writer 
on the Los Angeles Times.

Los Angeles, Calif., December 22.— 
-(Special.)—If Bill Alexander is as 
smart a coach as these southern scrib- 
blers says he is the Georgia Tech foot- 
ball team will play a six-man line 
against California at the Rose Bow! 
New Year’s day. Having met Bill 
Alexander here a year ago we are in- 
clined to agree with the southern 
-* seribblers. 

Offensively California has been a 
dud this year without the forward 
pass. So have a lot of other good foot- 
ball teams, but it may be truthfully 
said that the Bears haven’t any of- 
fensive worth mentioning when yeu 
_take their aerial attack away from 
them. 

Throwing out the Nevada game be- 
cause the Wolves don’t rate as major 
competition, we find that California 
scored eleven touchdowns in nine con- 
tests, being blanked in a scoreless tie 
with Southern California and losing 
to the Olympic club, 12 to 0. 

In each of the other games the 
Bears got one or two touchdowns. 
They “ran wild” against Santa Clara 
in the opening tilt of the season and 
scored three times, which, with a 
safety, gave them 22 points, 

Of the eleven touchdowns, six were 
scored on passes, one on a recovered 
fumble and four on rushing the ball. 
After the Oregon game, which came 
on November 3, California met Wash- 
ington and Stanford and could not 
rush the ball over the goal line 
against either of these foes, probably 
the strongest encountered all season 
putside of the Trojans and the Olym- 
pic club, against whom the Bears got 
exactly nowhere. 

Assuming, then, that Bill Alexander 
knows these facts it seems plausible 
that the Tech mentor will build his 
defense with the idea of stopping the 
Bears’ passing attack. He doesn’t 
have to worry about stopping the 
Bears’ running attack for so far this 
season no such mode of advancing the 
ball has been introduced by the Bears. 

Passes were employed for touch- 
downs against St. Mary’s, Oregon, 
Stanford and Washington. Intercepted 
passes brought scores in the Stanford 
and Santa Clara games. A recovered 
fumble produced still another touch- 
down against the Broncos. The Bears 
were able to buck the ball over twice 
agaipst Washington State, once 
against Oregon and once against Santa 
Clara. 

For the benefit of fans who don’t 
remember or who didn’t see the Bears 
perform here’s how they scored their 
touchdowns this season: 

Santa Clara: Phillips picked up 
fumble and ran 16 yards. Lom scored 
after broken-field run of 41 yards. 
Norton intercepted pass, after Santa 

tosser was rushed, and ran 75 
s. These, plus safety, gave score 
0 


to 0. 

Mary’s: Lom passed 31 yards 
to Norton. That and conversion by 
Barr gave score of 7 to 0. The Saints 
three times repulsed California with- 
in the &-yard line. 

Washington State: Bancroft block- 
ed punt and recovered ball on 25- 
yard line, Lom ran 22 yards for touch- 
down. Passes and bucks-worked ball 
from 39-yard line to 2-yard mark and 
Schmidt crashed over. This gave score 
of 13 to 3, Washington State making 
place-kick in first quarter. 

Southern California: Inside Trojan 
40-yard line only once, getting as far 
as 22-yard mark. Trojans made few 
mistakes of execution so there were 
no loose footballs on the ground or 
in the air for California to convert 
into easy touchdowns. Score, 0 to 0. 

Olympic Club: Kaer ran 67 yards 
and Marcus scored other touchdown 
against Bears. In justice to California 
should be said that Coach Price used 
his second § stringers in this game. 
Score, 12 to 0 against Bears. 

Oregon: Lom ran 21 yards around 
‘his own left end. Lom passed 25 yards 
to Newman one minute before game 
ended. ‘These two touchdowns gave 
score of 13 to 0. 

Washington: On fourth down with 
7 yards to go for touchdown and in 
final quarter, Barr passed to Eisan 
for score. No conversion. Lom did not 
play in this game. Bears never dan- 
gerous except on lone touchdown. 

Stanford : Bancroft intercepted 
Hoffman’s pass and ran 70 yards. 
From 37-yard line Lom passed to 
Avery, who received on 20-yard line 
and ran to second touchdown. 

That’s the why and wherefore of 
California’s touchdowns, Yes, sir, we 
rather suspect that Mr. Alexander 
will have Peter Pund, of whoever his 
best roving lineman is, playing in the 
backfield when the Technicians take 
the defensive against California on 
New Year's day.

One professional I took lessons from 
some years ago accented the fact that 
in order to hit a straight ball one had 
to turn his hips on the backswing 
until they were at right angles to the 
the line of flight. In other words, 
at the top of the swing the hip line 
poined at the ball. 

But the long drivers like Abe Mitch- 
ell oppose this idea. Abe purposely 
avoids turning the right hip back. 
Instead he lets his hips glide or sway 
laterally as he takes the club back. 
He uses his two legs and hips as a 
pedestal upon which he pivots his up- 
per torso. locks the right hip 
and then swings from it. Thus he 
gets power and a firm base from 
which to swing down and through the 
ball. This idea of Abe’s, of making 
a base or pedestal of the legs and hips 
from which he can apply his power, is 
the method of most long drivers. — 

It is not necessary to pivot the hips 
to get power, else Jones, Farrell, Mac 
Smith and other stars would do more 
They let the hips glide back 
and forth and in that way get their 
weight into the shot. Incidentally, 
this lateral hip movement aids the 
player in maintaining direction. Mon- 
day—another point about Mitchell's 
driving.

Here’s a Mark 
For Big Guns

Joe Sewell Boasts Remark- 
able Record at Outguessing 
Pitchers He Faces.

New York, December 21.—(4/)—It 

may not get the headlines, but in the 
flock of major league baseball stat- 
tistics now flying around loose there 
is no more remarkable record than 
that of Joe Sewell, great Cleveland 
shortstop, in outguessing the pitchers. 

The Alabaman’s batting and field- 
ing, as well as his durability, are 
noteworthy enough but his specialty 
at the plate is in not being fanned. 
The Indian star slipped a bit this 
year, for the official figures show he 
has whiffed nine times in 155 games, 
a better record than any other Amer- 
ican leaguer by a good mergin, but 
still somewhat above his average, 

In the last four seasons Sewell has 
struck out only 26 times altogether 
in a grand total of 617 games, This 
is an average of only 6 1-2 strikeouts 
a year. Only about once a month has 


Joe been obliged to trudge back to 
the bench from the plate and it should 
be kept in mind that he rarely misses 
a game. He has averaged a fraction 
over 154 games for each of the last 
four seasons, a fraction more than the 
customary- schedule calls for. 

Ty Cobb, Tris Speaker and Eddie 
Collins were noted for their ability to 
avoid the discomfiture of being retired 
on strikes, but not even these famous 
batsmen were as successful in out- 
guessing the twirlers as Joe Sewell. 
Sewell’s mark of only four strikeouts 
in 155 games in 1925; six in 154 
games in 1926; seven in 153 games 
in 1927, and nine in 155 games last 
season, probably will stand for some 
time to come unless Joe adds to the 
achievement himself, 

» * = 

While on the subject of the vital 
statistics, it is interesting to note the 
slugging records of what may be 
styled this big six of the American 
league busting brigade—Meusel, Ruth 
and Gehrig, of the Yankees; Goslin, 
of the Senators; Heilmann, of the 
Tigers, and Simmons, of the Athletics, 

Ruth and Gehrig naturally grab off 
most of the spectacular honors, but 
their records for consistency over the 
past five years are not quite as good 
as those of Goslin, Simmons and 
Heilmann—if you measure their per- 
formances by the “R. R. F.” yard- 
stick, which in statistician’s parlance 
means “runs responsible for.’ 

There has been no season in the last 
five in which Heilmann, Goslin and 
Simmons have failed to bat in at least 
100 runs. Heilmann can gagthem all 
one better by pointing to an R. R. F. 
record above the 100 mark for six 
straight years. 

Gehrig has the biggest total for any 
one year, 175 runs produced in 1927, 
but both he and the Bambino were 
well below the 100 mark in 1925. That 
was the year of Ruth's collapse and 
Gehrig's advent as a regular. Their 
teammate, Bob Meusel, experienced his 
only slugging slump of recent seasons 
in 1926.

Tales of a Wayside Tee 


Golf for the majority is supposed to 
be a matter of blue skies, sunshine 
and at least fairly dry turf. But there 
is something more to the game than 
that. Those who play in Scotland and 
England have had to find this out, be- 
cause blue skies and sunny days at 
various seasons are none too thickly 
hung together. Golf, when taken as it 
comes, can show a far wider range of 
competitive excitement, I recall a cer- 
tain round at Maidstone, Kasthamp- 
ton, with Jess Spalding, a former Yale 
football captain, and two others. The 
battle hour had been set for 2 o'clock, 
and at 2 o'clock a howling gale was 
sweeping in from the Atlantic with a 
deluge of cold rain that was two 
thirds of a cloud burst. The four of 
us decided to add a war with the ele 
ments to the war of a four-ball match. 
Drive and pitch holes became long 
three-shotters. Mashie shot holes be- 
came full drives. No one would have 
eared for that round as a steady diet, 
but in many ways it became the most 
interesting and the most exciting any 
one of the four had played that season. 
It meant so much to hold even a few 
wallops on the line or to hole a three- 
foot putt. The howling wind seemed 
to swing in from all directions, driving 
the rain into one’s face with a lash, 
so that it became something more than 
a mere matter of hitting a golf ball. 
It had elements of football and water 
polo mixed in. The battle with the 
storm became more interesting than 
the actual match. 


A short while ago another match 
was arranged at Meadowbrook, now 
one of the finest courses in the coun- 


try, with Devereux Milburn and Max- 


well Stevenson. The three of us re- 
ported at the first tee at the start 
of the season’s first snow storm. The 
wind was high and it was snowing 
steadily at the gathering place, But 
all three wanted to play golf and no 
one had any idea of sidestepping con- 
ditions that did not happen to be ideal. 
The first part of the match was as 
much fun as one can get on a sunny 
day—-not as pleasant in some respects 
—but at least different. It was easy 
to trace the yellow ball by its path 
through the light snow. There were 
certain new problems to be worked 
out, but this only added to the inter- 
est of the play. It was not until the 
turn came into the biting wind where 
the snow became partially blinding 
and golf balls began to disappear from 
sight in the deeper drifts that we de- 
cided to call it a round. But there was 
proof again that the golfer doesn’t 
have to wait for another April for 
his fun if he is willing to overlook 
a few physical inconveniences, such as 
wind and rain and snow, to keep the 
game going. Golf lends itself to rough 
weather much more readily than foot- 
ball, baseball, polo or tennis. One of 
the greatest tributes ever paid any 
golfer was that handed out in the 
British open some years ago. Six or 
seven of the leaders were all fairly 
well bunched as the final day came 
on. That day broke with a deluge of 
rnin and a roaring wind. And as they 
looked out at the conditions to be 
faced almost every professional in the 
group had just one prediction to make 
—“Taylor wins.” And J. H. won with 
something to spare.

*T used to think he was a terrible sort of fighter but they say now 
that he’s getting a punch and might be the next heavyweight champion.” 
In this vein runs the chatter of those Georgians interested at all in 
pugilism when they are speaking of William Lawrence Stribling, of Ma- 
con, possessor of a good, stiff left and 109 knock- 

outs at last information. 

Some years back—not such a great lot—people 
of the state were inclined to look upon Willie as 
something to be endured. Some of them turned out 
to see him box; others stayed away and made dirty 


cracks. 


For at that time W. L. was a great deal more 


of a boxer than he was a fighter. 


He showed cer- 


tain. tendencies to turn wrestler during a bout and 
was winning uninteresting 10-round decisions from 
men whom he should have been knocking out. 
The boys howled and screamed to the world 
at large that William Lawrence had no punch, that 
he might as well tie that arm of his to his side for 
all the good it did him in the way of hitting. They 


were probably correct. 


For W. L. wasn’t becoming 


a feared sort of opponent because of his hitting. 
His defense was all that anyone could ask for. But 
fans and others—we were one of ’em—criticised 


Pa Stribling, W. 


It was explained in different ways. 
One of them was that the father and 
son attachment was too great, that 
W. L., Sr., would much rather have 
Ww. L., Jr., advance cautiously and 
win a 10-round decision than charge 
forth and attempt to put someone 
away by means of a sudden, hard 
punch on the jaw. 

Strib Grows Up. 

W. L. was going steadily along. He 
was seriously engaged in the busi- 
ness of growing up. An old ringworm 
told us once that if you'll check back 
over the heavyweights that you'll find 
that those who won the championship 
or came near it, had a punch more 
ineffective than otherwise before they 
had attained the age of 23 or 24., 

The big fellows don’t mature | as 
quickly as the little ones. Neit er 
does an oak mature as quickly as\ a 
pine. But when the big fellow e* 
reached 23, he has grown as much as 
he ever will. His weight may vary 
one way or the other, but it wont 
vary much. And with maturity comes 
the weight to put behind a punch. 
People have often glanced at the up- 
per arm of some big stumbleBbum, 
marveled at its bigness and then won- 
dered why he was no good That 
is explained by the fact that a boxer's 
upper-arm is as useful to him as over- 
shoes to a deep-sea diver. It’s the 
way you get your shoulder and weight 
into the thing. 

Gets A Punch. 

It was in this manner the old ring- 
man accounted Jor Stribling‘’s sud- 
den change. ‘That may b- true and 
it may not. But there is no denying 
of the fact that Stribling has acquir- 
ed a punch. It matters not whether 
he bought stole or begged it, he has it. 

Some seek to discount its value by 
telling you that this punch is being 
demonstrated on set-ups that anyone 
ean dispose of. It’s true that ‘Strib- 
ling is.zooming around the country 
fighting any and anything that comes 
along. But it’s just the same as 
though he were in training camp, 
knocking sparring partners right and 
left, except that W. L. is making 
money—the principal thing 1n this 
fight racket—and the boys he meets 
have a bit more incentive than they 
would in a training camp. 

Methodical Knockouts. 

And then you'll perhaps notice that 
these knockouts are being performed 
in one and two rounds. If they were 
going five or six, there might be cause 
to suspect that the hams were taking 
a dive, ring parlance for laying down. 
Stribling ustally busies himself in 
the first round in seftening up the 
subject with hard body punches and 
then in the second that left or right 
will travel about six inches with all 
the force of 185 pounds of bone and 
muscle behind it, and some big fel- 
low wakes up about two minutes aft- 
erwarils. 

And thus has W. L. jumped into 
prominence as a heavyweight contend- 
er.

Illinois and other middle western 
sportsmen will have to drop down the 


Mississippi river a few hundred miles | 


to get the fun of waterfowl or quail 
hunting, because Illinois closes its duck 
and goose shooting December 31, and 
the quail season finished about a week 
ago. 

Both Tennessee and Arkansas offer 
new experiences in waterfowl and 
quail hunting, if a hunter wants Jan- 
uary shooting. ‘Tennessee, with its 
famous Reelfoot lake, sets up a com- 
bination of trained “Susies” (live de- 
coys) and treetop blinds, with both 
features against a background of an 
earthquake lake. | 

We have hunted ducks from Alaska 
to Brazil, but in all of our rambling 
with a shotgun we have yet to see 
anything which quite equals Reelfoot 
in atmosphere, character of the push- 
ers or guides, the trained decoys, and 
last, the way they put you in a “crow’s 
nest” in the spreading branches of a 
cypress tree, which serves as a blind 
for your offensive against the ducks. 

The hunting varies with the seasons

Finn Is Confident of Show- 
ing the Boys a Few Things 
About Running. 


BY F. G. VOSBURGH, 
Associated Press Sports Writer. 
New York, December 22.—(?)— 
Paavo Nurmi is not yet ready to ab- 


dicate as king of the worlds’ one-mile 
runners and fall back on the longer 


distances for his laurels. 

Under the urging of his Finnish- 
American friend, Hugo Quist, Paavo 
is fast reaching the point of making 
up his inscrutable mind to take a few 
more whirls at the old mile route this 
winter and spring before the invisible 


opponent, time, takes too heavy a toll 
of endurance and speed. 
Nurmi Confident. 

Nurmi today is. confident that he 
can defend his reputation as_ the 
greatest runner of modern’ times 
against all challengers, provided the 
distance is long enough. Even the 
Marathon would not be too far to suit 
him although he never has tried it 
and probably will reserve that event 
for the distant future when age has 
robbed him of everything but .his mar- 
velous stamina. 

Concerning the mile, Nurmi was 
not so sure when he arrived here. ‘The 
mile takes speed as well as endurance. 
It was in a race at 1,500 meters, only 
slightly less than a mile, that he met 
one of the few reverses of his career 
last July 7 in the Finnish Olympic 
trials, a defeat the more crushing be- 
cause not only one but two of his 
countrymen led him across the line. 

Harry Larva was the winner in 
time which exactly equalled Nurmis 
record set in 1924 and another: Fin- 
nish youngster, Borg, also came home 
ahead of proud Paavo. 

, Defaulted. 

That seemed to mark the end of the 
1.500-meter or the one mile trial for 
Nurmi. Believing he had lost the 
necessary speed, he let his Olympic 
1.500 meter crown go by default and 
the fast traveling Larva gathered it 
in at Amsterdam while Paavo had to 
be content with winning only the less 
spectacular 10,000-meter run. 

But since the Finn arrived here he 
has shown enough to convince Quist, 
a shrewd trainer and handler of run- 
ners, that he still has the speed nec- 
essary for the mile. 

Some who have watched the grace- 
ful, galloping phantom glide over the 
ground or the boards in his daily 
workouts this week even believe he 
has a chance to shade the world’s in- 
door record of 4:12 he set in 1925, 
at Buffalo, a mark which was equal- 
led ten days later by Joie Ray at New 
York. 

Ray leng since has given up the 
mile and Nurmi might conceivably 
gain as clear a title to the indoor 
record as he already has to the out- 
door. That is one of the things Quist 
is telling the great runner. Another 
is that when Larva and Borg beat 
him Nurmi was out of shape, where 
as now he is very near the peak, or 
will be by the time he starts his cam- 
paign next month. 

Not So Hard. 

Nurmi at least should have no 
trouble in beating the best milers now 
extant in the United States. In 1925 
he ran six one-mile races on his tour 
of the country and was not beaten 
from scratch in one of them. 

Hlis strongest opposition in mile 
events this season may come from Ray 
Conger, the present national indoor 
and outdoor 1,500-meter champion, 
and possibly Phil Edwards, the New 
York university and Canadian Olym- 
pie flash-who holds the national in- 
door 600-yard crown. ‘The N. Y. U. 
negro has been running cross country 
to build up stamina and Coach Emil 
Von Elling says he is going to run 
him at the mile this winter. 

A race between Nurmi and Ed- 
wards would be a great one to watch 
as both have a loping smooth-running 
gait that is beautiful to behold. In 
full stride they resemble a couple of 
ghosts, one white—one black.

MAJOR LOOPS 
BADLY IN NEED 
OF INFIELDERS

If, as is generally charged by the 
experts and cash customers, the Chi- 
cago Cubs are weak at third base 
they are not much behind the 15 oth- 
er clubs in the majors. About half 
of the 16 entries have third sackers of 
more than ordinary worth, and the 
two teams in the last world series 
were not in the latter class. - So pos- 
sibly there is some reason to suspect 
McCarthy might cop a flag for Chi- 
cago next season even if he is forced 
to go through the season with Clyde 
Beck guarding the hot corner. 

Not a little of the concern over 
Beck’s rating can be attributed to the 
fact that the young man is not flashy 
in his movements. He is not given to 
nose diving for grounders. He never 
attracts attention by haranguing um- 
pires or other players. He _ simply 
goes along at a steady pace. These 
are mentioned merely to indicate he 
is not quite the weakling he has been 
pictured. On the other hand, he does 
not rate with the top notchers, as 
figures show. 

Hitting Is Major Factor. 


Off hand one can pick Praynor, of 
the Virates; Lindstrom, of the 
Giants; Kamm, of the White Sox, 
Myer, of the Red Sox, and possibly 
Bell of the Braves, as the cream of 
the big leaguers. Most of their value 
is reckoned on the basis of attack. 
Fielding at third base averages only 
about three chances per game and it 
usually is a matter of luck when a 
man smothers any hard ones not hit 
directly at him. Of course, some are 
a bit more shifty on these things than 
others, but in the main an ordinary 
fielder is good enough for the far cor- 
ner if he can hit. 

Last season [Lindstrom, who also 
played an exceptional defensive game, 
swung his bat at a #358 clip. and 
drove in 108 runs in 153 games. This 
was the high water mark for third 
sackers, Lindstrom undoubtedly’ prof- 
ited considerbly by playing 77 games 
on the Polo grounds, where the foul 
lines are ridiculously short. 

Traynor Good in Pinch. 

Traynor, of the Pirates, playing in 
nine less games than Lindstrom, turn- 
ed in a battling. mark of .339, but 
excelled at drigal? in runs. His total 
was 120, and this is a fairly. good way 
of guaging the two men, as both were 
on teams of about the same scoring 
ability and so placed in their respec- 
tive lineups that their opportunities 
were about the same.

pinch need be expected as to wheat. 
Aside from the matter of December 
deliveries, the wheat pit had a de 
cidediy pre-holiday aspect, and the 
general lull in dealings went hand in 
hand with only fractional changes in 
price. Steadiness of Liverpool quo- 
tations helped to keep the market here 
on an even keel, although the fact was 
noted that KEuropean demand for 
wheat was predicted to be small until 
after January 1. 

Wheat bears put particular stress 
meanwhile on trade gossip about what 
was described as the annual outpour: 
ing of wheat from the southern hemis- 
phere now due. In this connection 
advices were received from Argentina 
and Australia tending to confirm esti- 
mates of a big exportable surplus of 
wheat to come from south of the 
equator. Latest figures on Australian 
wheat production this season were 
given as 50,000,000 bushels more than 
last year and the Argentine wheat 
export surplus was said today to total 
22.400,000 bushels. If there was any 
difference, corn was the most active 
’ grain here today, the outstanding fea- 

ture was persistent absence of liberal 
offerings from the country, despite 
favorable weather throughout the corn 
belt. Receipts of corn in Chicago to- 
day amounted to but 205 cars, com-

New York, December 22.—Trad- 
ing in stocks this week dropped to 
the smallest volume since August fol- 


lowing the June break of 24 points 
in the average price of filty repre- 
sentative shares, Lhe explanation for 
the recent drop of points in the 
average price followed by this week's 
falling off in daily trading to only 
a third of that recently occurring is 
found in the money market. It was 
the money market that was respon- 
sible for the June break in © stock 
prices. Next to January 1, the July 
l money market requirements are the 
largest of the year. 

Anywhere from $1,000,000,000 — to 
$1,500,000,000 will be produced = in 
dividends and interest at the turn of 
the year’s end. Many loans now be- 
ing made on day to day money will 
be called before the end of this year. 
Heavy calling of loans in a strained 
money market invariably brings a 
break in the stock market which in 
turn results in Jower stock prices. 
By slowing down this week, evi- 
dently the steck market expects with 
the hetp of the recent violent liquida- 
tion in the stock market to avoid 
much of the predicted year-end strain 
in the money market. 

Short Time Money Up. 


Before the recent break of 22 points 
in the average price of stocks tol- 
lowed by the more recent slowing 
down in the daily turnover on the 
stock exchange call money got as high 
as 12 per cent and predictions were 
then made that 15 to 18 per cent call 
money would be witnessed before the 
end of 1928S. Short term time money 
is now higher than when call money 
was 12 per cent. However, if the 
stock market continues to mark time 
predictions of 15 to 1S per cent year- 
end call money may not materialize. 

Fear of what might happen in the 
money market if the bulls’ stock mar- 
ket was resumed only partiy explains 
this week's slowing down in the stock 
market. The other explanation is 
found in the severe punishment recent- 
ly received by the so-called “Big Ten” 
leaders in the stock market in the 22 
points decline. Having been forced to 
throw over good stocks at declining 
priees to protect other stocks not so 
goml, the se-called “Big Ten” leaders 
are now taking a vacation to be con- 
tinned until after the turn of the vear.

Further expansion in pro- 
duction of goods plus a resumption ol 
the recently witnessed bull stock mar- 
ket certainly would bring about a 
strain in the money market which the 
stock market could not indefiniteiy 
ic " Ah ‘ 4 . > ’ trv 
ignore. ‘The banks of the country) 
as a whole are already in an over- 
loaned condition as shown by their 
borrowing from the federal reserve and 
from the fact that their investments 
and Joans far exceed their deposits, 
a condition which the federal reserve 
bank here had in mind some months 
ago when it stated that conservative 
bankers were not willing to long con 
tinue to bslance their books only by 
borrowing money. 

In brief, informed Wall street be- 
lieves that those who have the specu- 
lative itch will in the near future 
again have an opportunity to show 
real or paper profits, but that in the 
meantime cautious investors and spec- 
ulators are going to be more careful 
in putting their January interest and 
dividend money into the stock mar- 
ket. Recent experience proved that 
at times good stocks decline faster 
than poor ones. From now on care- 
ful investors and speculators are go- 
ing to stick to stocks where it would 
be sd¥er in case of a sudden decline 
while their backs were turned.

ness between this port and Havana 

Several weeks ago the Cunard 1: 
announced that the liner Caronia, 
with trans-Atlantic service and sap- 
pointments, would be operated  he- 
tween New York and Havana during 
the winter season. 

Declaring that the New 
vana route is peculiarly an American 
trade in which America and Cuba 
were the interested parties, Chairman 
T. V. O'Connor, of the shipping board, 
announced that the President Roose- 
velt would be turned over to the 
Ward line for the New York-Havana 
run and “continued in that service as 
long as the Caronia.” 

The first sailing of the Caronia is 
scheduled for January 5. (in the 
same date the President Roosevelt 
will clear for Havana and the race 
will be on, with the advantage in 
speed with the American ship. 

Chairman O'Connor in his 
ment said: 

“The New York-Havana route is 
not British trade or the trade of any 
other country foreign to the United 
States or Cuba. It therefore, the 
opinion of the shipping board that when 
a ship of a nation foreign to both of 
these countries, if that ship is not 
regularly employed ix the trade, is 
put in service between New York and 
Cuba it is the intention of the owners 
-of that foreign vessel to injure the in- 
terests of the American companies 
which have invested their money to 
maintain adequate service.” 

Officials of the Cunard line 
statement said: 

“There is no question of American 
sea lanes involved, New York-Havana 
net being a coastwise service con- 
fined to American shipping, but free 
to all flags. We fully anticipate that 
the improved service we offer will 
stimulate sufficient traitie to provide 
fully for the Caronia without caus- 
ing loss of traffie to existing lines.”

First Contracts 
For Battleships 
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Ottawa, December 22.—()—Two 
destroyers of latest trpe were under 
contract for construction by the Ca- 
nadian government today, the first 
real ships of war to be built by the 
dominion. 

Contract for the ships was award- 
el Thornyeroft, Ltd., of Southamp- 
ton, England, at a price of $3,500,000 
for delivery in 1931. ‘The ships will 
replace the destroyers € hamplain and 
» 5 canto loaned to Canada by the 
British government. ‘These with a 
number of mine sweepers at preseut 
comprise the royal Canadian navy. 

The new destroyers will be of the 
Amazon class, 320 feet long, have a 
speed of 35 knots and carry a com- 
plement of 150 officers and men. They 
will be armed with four 4.7 inch and 
two anti-aircraft guns and have two 
— 21-inch torpedo tubes, 

‘eatures to meet the demands of 
Canadian climatie conditions will be 
embodied in the ships, allowance be- 
ing made for the extremes of climate 
in the dominion which have the ef- 
fect of sweating the hull.

Tile Work—Tile floors and wains- 
cot in bathroom with built-in china 
accessories. Also tor floor of balcony 
and fountain. 

Heating—Steam, hot air or hot wa- 
ter red jacketed sectional boiler, thor- 
ougbly and indestructibly insulated— 
for hard or soft coal, coke, oid or gas. 
All steam mains and returns and al! 
hot water lines to be insulated with 
three-ply, cross-corrugated asbestos 
pipe coverings; fittings to be insulated 
with 8-4-inch asbestos cement; all ap- 
plied in accordance with manufac- 
turer's instructions.

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When Airplanes Crash 


Reckless Pilots, Seeking Alibis For Crack-Ups, Blame “Mechanical Failure.” Now a “Crash Board” 
Will Seek the Truth In An Effort To Prove That Aviation Is Not Unsafe

ee EVERAL years ago two pilots 
seem Who had imbibed a trifle too 
loc freely were boasting about 
their skill in flying. A heated 
argument soon started over the ques- 
tion of which one had the most nerve. 
One of them, a lanky  barnstormer, 
suggested a conclusive test. 

“We'll get a ship and put it into a 
spin. The first man who takes it out 
has to buy the other a dinner.” 

Ignoring the possibility that both 
might win, that neither would have to 
buy the dinner, they went out to the 
nearest airport. There was then no 
law in effect prohibiting pilots from 
flying while intoxicated, and no one 
kept them from taking off. At about 
1,500 feet the barnstormer put the 
plane into a tight tailspin, and releas- 
ed the controls. % 

“There she goes,’’ he shouted, as 
they whirled dizzily earthward. ‘“‘And 
she’s going to hit for all of me.” 

Each turn of the spin brought the 
Ship 250 feet closer to the ground. 
Bringing it out, by neutralizing the 
“stick”? and possibly using opposite 
rudder, would require several seconds, 
besides the time for leveling off after 
the resulting dive. 

At 500 feet the pilot in the front 
cockpit looked around anxiously. As 
he would hit first, probably getting the 
motor “in his lap,” his anxiety was 
justified. But the other man_ only 
grinned. They spun once more, and 
sat 200 feet the pilot in front seized 
the control stick. 

But he was too late. The 
came out of the spin just as_ they 
reached the ground, hitting on one 
wing, tearing off the landing gear and 
ending upside down with a loud crash. 

Fortunately, neither man was hurt, 
and both were sobered enough to real- 
ize how their story would sound. An 
accurate analysis would have labeled 
the crash as the result of extreme 
recklessness. They did some quick 
thinking and the newspapers carried 
these: headlines the following morn- 
ing: 

MYSTERY CRASH 

AT LOCAL AIRPORT 
f Pilots Dazed As Plain Refuses To 
Answer Controls

There followed a graphic account 
of how the plane had been flying nor- 
mally and suddenly had fallen into a 
spin without warning, crashing after 
both pilots had tried every known way 
to resume Straight flight. It was hint- 
ed that the control wires had jammed. 

Passenger flying at the airport and 
in neighboring communities fell off 
as a result, tor the public could not 
but look askance at craft which ex- 
pert pilots admitted they could not 
handle. d 

Under the three general classifica- 
tions of airplane accidents—personal, 
weather, and mechanical er structural 
failure—this accident obviously 
should have been listed as due to per- 
sonal causes, but the public accepted 
it as mechanical failure of the con- 
trols, mentally noting that disturbing 
word ‘“‘mysterious.”’ . Had the fool- 
hardiness .of the two pilots been 
known there probably would have 
been a public demand for restriction 
of such flying and the result of the 
crash would have been helpful in- 
stead of harmful to aviation. But the 
flying fraternity is naturally averse to 
brincing its members into trouble, 


and few but the airport men knew the 
truth. 

It is to determine the real causes 
of such ‘“‘mystery crashes” that the 
Aircraft Accident Board of the De- 
partment of Commerce—popularly 
known as the “‘Crash Board’’—has re- 
cently been formed. All except minor 
crashes will be carefully investigated 
by this board—and a thorough analy- 
sis will be made in each case to de- 
termine whether the fault is with the 
plane, the engine, maintenance, 
weather, or some other less recogniz- 
ed cause. 

The tendency to ‘alibi’? out of an 
airplane accident will speedily be re- 
duced with federal investigations at 
the scenes of accidents, open hearings 
and precise mathematical deductions 
by experts. These men include skilled 
pilots, a flight surgeon, an aeronautics 
engineer, an aeronautics lawyer and a 
Statistician, all trained to look beyond 
the alibis of pilots desirous of cover- 


ing up their faults or ef operators 
seeking to hide their negligence in 
maintaining their planes. 

To the average newspaper reader 
an airplane crash is just another acci- 
dent, regardless of the cause or the 
Class of flying in which it was en- 
gaged. It may have been an army 
plane stunting at a dangerously low 
altitude to thrill a crowd, as in the 
case of the late Lieutenant Wilhams, 
leader of the ‘““Three Musketeers,” of 
the Army Air Corps. The plane of 
this excellent stunt flyer was caught 
in the slipstream or region of disturb- 
ed air behind a companion’s ship. This 
threw it momentarily out of control, 
and Lieutenant Williams was fatally 
injured in the resulting crash. 

The risk in this case should be com- 
pared to that of a speedway automo- 
bile racer who takes extreme chances 
at hairpin turns on the race track. 
Deaths frequently occur in such races, 
but this does not cause the average 
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automobile owner to feel any hesita- 
tion about climbing into his car the 
next day. 

Experimental work is another phase 
of aviation which has its inherent 
dangers: there is one more class of 
flying which obviously should be elim- 
inated from any discussion of safety in 
aviation. This is transoceanic flight, 
which is still in the pioneering stage. 

Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, who 
has participated in all classes of flight, 
has repeatedly emphasized the differ- 
ence between commercial and other 
kinds of flying. 

“There is and will continue to be a 
certain hazard in military, test and 
pioneering work,” he declared on one 
occasion when asked to help. stop 
transoceanic flight attempts. “But in 
air transport, in’ which established 
lines are carefully operated on regular 
schedule, there is a high factor of 
safety.” : 

On Colonel Lindbergh’s 22,000- 
mile tour of the United States he fol- 
lowed a strict schedule and demon- 
strated the possibilities of commercial 
aviation. During the National Air 
Races in Los Angeles last September 
Colonel Lindbergh took the late Lieu- 
tenant Williams’ place in leading the 
‘Three Musketeers” through a series 
of startling maneuvers. At that time 
he was acting strictly as a military 
pilot, and he would have been the last 
one to say that this kind of flying was 
perfectly safe, although naturally all 
possible safety precautions. were 
taken. 

In the early years of aviation there 
was little recklessness, for the air- 
planes used were unstable, clumsy 
and underpowered. Even when han- 
dled carefully they were none _ too 
safe. The pilots knew nothing of 
stunting, and a tailspin was a thing to 
be dreaded—almost always fatal. 

This fear had been partly overcome 
before the World war, and by the end 
of the war stunting had become com- 
monplace. War-time fliers emerged 
from the struggle with a contempt for: 
Straight flying, and, as many of them 
purchased war surplus planes and 
Started barnstorming, this attitude be- 
came typical of commercial fliers. 

Stunting, wing-walking, plane 
changing, parachute drops, and other 
tricks were used to draw gaping 
crowds who were then invited to fly 
for a few dollars a ride. Often those 
who accepted did so to appear like 
the ‘‘dare-devils’’ who piloted the 
planes and not from any strong sense 
of safety. But the barnstormers suc- 
ceeded in making a living because of 
American daring, which furnished 
enough passengers to take what was 
then considered a great risk. Unfor- 
tunately this risk was not a myth, for 
as the war-tinie planes wore out the 
number of accidents increased. Then 
an increasing number of new pilots 
were buying government surplus or 
even second-hand planes and carrying 
passengers after only a few hours of 
instruction. 

Not infrequently this — instruction 
had been obtained from pilots who 
themselves were little more than he- 
ginners. Sometimes students with a 
few hours’ instruction bought old 
planes which had been rebuilt after ac- 
cidents, painted them to cover signs 
of wear and then advertised ‘safe fly- 
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ing in good planes flown by expert 
prots.”’ 

A wave of accidents naturally fol- 
lowed. These were vaguely ascribed 
to air pockets, nose dives, ‘ tailspins, 
engine failure and planes mysteriously 
eut of control. There was virtually 
no official investigation at that time, 
and- inexperienced, reckless and un- 
scrupulous pilots operating unsafe 
planes found it easy to hide behind 
any‘story they chose to tell. If fliers 
were killed by their own carelessness 
or lack of knowledge a story “‘Veteran 
Pilot Killed” usually appeared the 
next day. 

There were many cases in which 
the already lessening public confi- 
dence in airplanes was reduced to a 
minimum by carelessness of pilots. 
One instance occurred at a city where 
Several aviators had been invited to 
attend a fair. Some of them arrived 
in flving boats, landing in the city har- 
bor. The crews of all but one plane 
came ashore and drove several miles 
inland to witness some automohile 
races. 

Hardly had the races begun when 
the last flving boat swooped down 
from the sky with a roar to chase the 
speeding cars at an altitude of about 
fifty teet. The nearest water was 
miles away; in case of motor failure 
a crash would have been inevitable. 
Yet the pilots spent ten minutes zoom- 
ing over the judges’ stand, diving at 
the crowd and otherwise impressing 
the citizens of that state with the ex- 
treme peril and dare-devil nature of 
aviation. 

Another incident occurred at a 
training station where a romantically 
inclined pilot had a habit of paying-an 
aerial visit each day to a girl, Every 
morning he would dive down to a low 
altitude and head straight toward a 
window of the apartment hotel in 
witic') she lived. With implicit trust 
in his ability she would stand in the 
window and wave at him until'collision 
seemed inevitable. Then the pilot 
would haul back gayly on the stick, 
zooming steeply and climbing over the 
root of the building by a scant margin. 

All went well for several! day , but 
one morning the engine cut out at the 
very second when it was most needed, 
just before the zoom. The pilot pull- 
ed back the stick desperately, hoping 
to clear the top, but he had lost too 
much speed. With a resounding crash 
the plane shot straight into a window 
on the top floor, tearing ott both 
wings and thundering on into the 
apartment. After tearing through 
parlor, bedroom and bath, the wreck- 
age came to a stop with the dazed 
pilot still clutching the controls. For- 
tunately, he was unhurt, and as there 
Was no one in that particular apart- 
ment there were no casualties. But 
the story “Plane Dives Into Building” 
.did not even touch upon the truth, and 
another black mark was chalked up 
against aviation. 

More recently a freak accident hap- 
pened which revived the old idea of 
mystery. Two expert pilots took off 
in the same plane for a stunt hop. 
Vhis was just before the law prohibit- 
ing stunting under 1,500 feet. First 
one pilot put the ship through several 
maneuvers and then the other would 
try his hand, as there were controls in 
both cockpits. 

At 1,000 teet the man in front ac- 
cidentally struck against the stick. 
This moved the stick in the rear. The 
second pilot, thinking he had been 
signaled. let go his controls. The 
plane nosed down and then began to 
slide off steeply on one wing. 

Each pilot, thinking the other had 
the controls, grinned to himself at this 
apparent attempt to scare him. A 
Short distance from the ground the 
plane partially righted itselt and head- 
ed for an orchard. Still both pilots 
refused to show any fear, even when 
the wheels began to clip off the top 
branches of the trees. At last. the 
suip ploughed squarely into the top 
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Shot Into the Window 


of a tree, tore through it and then 
somersaulted tor 200 _ feet 
smaller .trees. 

The pilots were only = scratched, 
and both heatedly began to demand 
ot each other the reason for this er- 
ratic performance. When they real- 
ized the truth, they hurriedly made up 
a Story of strangely defective controls, 
and the inevitable story was headlined 
in the local papers. 

Today the situation is somewhat 
changed. The Department of Com- 
merce has taken over the licensing of 
planes, pilots and mechanics engaged 
in interstate commerce, the identifica- 
tion of all civil aircraft, the enforce- 
ment of air traffic rules, and most re- 
cently of all, the investigation of civil 
aircraft accidents. 

Some pilots who were quite unfit 
to fly, especially to carry passengers 
for hire have- been refused licenses on 
proof of their physical, mental or 
practical disqualifications. Skilled in- 
spectors test applicants, both for prac- 
tical and theoretical knowledge.  In- 
spectors also test and inspect planes. 
Medical examiners appointed by the 
department determine whether pilots 
are physically fit for the. various 
classes of licenses. Even students 
who intend to take training in licensed 
planes must be given physical exam- 
inations before they can obtain per- 
mits. 

This is a good beginning, but it is 
far from a complete answer to the 


through: 


problem of making civil aviation safe. 
The cords of inspectors is necessarily 
small and aviation is such a rapidly 
moving industry that it is difficult to 
keep pace with it. However, the 
worst feature of the situation ts that 
there is a loop hole through which 
unscrupulous operators and _ reckless 
Or inexperienced pilots can escape. 
This is the lack of state laws covering 
commercial flight within state bor- 
ders. 

As long as a pilot has his plane 
identified, which consists only in se- 
curing a number from the Department 
of Commerce, he can carry on pas- 
senger, sight-seeing and taxi business 
within the borders of a large number 
of states. No license is necessary for 
himself or his plane except in a few 
cases where states have enacted laws 
requiring federal licenses or similar 
Certificates for both pilots and planes 
engaged in intrastate commerce. 

Of the 200 accidents in 1927, 106 
occurred in unlicensed planes. An- 
alyzed by classes of flving, 144 of 
these accidents. occurred in miscel- 
laneous operations, 23 in experi- 
mental work, 21 in student instruc- 
tion and 12 in scheduled air transport. 

Miscellaneous flying, in which most 
of the unlicensed planes are found, Its 
the most dangerous phase of civil 
aviation. By contrast, air transport, 
which employs licensed planes and 
licensed pilots, and which observes all 
recommended satety precautions, has

Licensing holds down the tendency 
of many pilots to break air trafffic 
rules and to indulge in reckless flying. 
The need for holding pilots to a strict 
sense of responsibility is seen in the 
analysis of accidents for the first half 
of 1928: Errors of pilot, 43.29 pee 
cent: supervisory personnal, .35 pet 
cent: other personnel, 3.10 per cent; 
power plant, 16.59 per cent, struc- 
tural, 5.76 per cent; weather, 10.25 
per cent; darkness, 1.28 per cent, att- 
port or terrain, 8.72 per cent, miscel- 
laneous, 3.90 per cent; undetermined 
and doubtful, 6.78 per cent. The un- 
determined and doubtful cases covet 
airplanes lost at sea and similar acct- 
dents. 

With 46.74 per cent of all accidents 
due to personal causes, most of which 
are ascribed to pilots, there can be 
little argument_as to the necessity fot 
strict regulation and for the passage 
of intrastate laws which will reduce 
the laree number of inexperienced 
and unfit pilots. 

The outlook for the reduction of 
airplane accidents is very good, im 
spite of the almost daily publicity, 
which would seem to indicate the cen- 
trary. But it must be remembered 
that all forms of transportation have 
their hazards. The officer of the deck 
sometimes judges the bearing of an 
appreaching vessel incorrectly and 
causes a collision. A sea captain 
chances speeding through a_ lane 
known to be strewn with icebergs and 
disaster follows. The reckless auto- 
mobile driver is an ever-present Cause 
of accidents. Locomotive engineers 
sometimes mistake signals and cause 
serious accidents. 

Airplane pilots are often at fault in 
similar ways. The fault may be un- 
conscious, as in the case of overconfi- 
dence. which has caused a large num- 
ber of accidents. Sometimes pilots 
are not of the right type mentally or 
physically, but this percentage is be- 
ing decreased by the medical and 
physical tests for licensing. 

There remains the weather to be 
overcome. Seagoing vessels are stl 
crippled by hurricanes and tog renders 
all but slow movement dangerous. 
The automobile falls prey to wet 
streets and bad roads. The railroad, 
too, is hampered by bad weather. The 
airplane is no exception, though it 
often flies successfully under most un- 
favorable conditions. The air mail ts 
the most striking example of _ this. 
Rain no longer halts planes, and even 
the heaviest snow has ceased to be 
such a menace. 

Fog is still a viclous enemy, sec- 
onded by sleet formation on wings, 
but the radio beacon is being improv- 
ed and will soon guide pilots through 
the heaviest fog. Proper instruments 
now enable skilled pilots to fly 
“blind” indefinitely. An altimeter 
which will show the true height above 
the ground instead of above sea level 
is under test. Such an instrument 
would have saved Pilots Merrell and 
Ronne, who crashed into a mountain 
while flying Colonel Lindbergh’s 
plane from Buffalo to New York city. 
Undoubtedly their sea-level altimeter 
showed what seemed a safe height, tor 
fog hid the ground, but a high moun- 
tain intervened and they crashed 
into it. 

Forced landings have been reduced 
through the use of improved engines, 
though war-time.engines still cause an 
undesirable number, but with the con- 
Struction of airports throughout the 
country and the maintenance of the 
government airway system this cause 
has been greatly lessened. 

A study of aircraft accidents shows 
that the percentage is not abnormal 
compared with any other method of 
transportation. Safety in aviation. ts 
like prohibition. lé the people of the 
United States wish it they can have it.

Then Justice Triumphed 


Wallace Gaines and How He Figured In the Death 
of His Pretty Daughter—Ties of Blood and 


Politics Were Curiously Interwoven 


: In This Tragedy of Seattle 


HE case of Wallace Gaines is 

without parallel in this series. 

Among stories of murder it Is 

almost unique. When Gaines 
was arrested for the murder of his 
pretty daughter, and the police gave 
out their idea of the motive for the 
killing few believed that it could pos- 
Sibly be true. It appeared as though 
the police were making a very ‘grave 
mistake. 

A world war veteran, and brother 
of William H. Gaines, chairman. of 
the board ot King county commission- 
ers, Seattle. Wash.. aines had plenty 
of opposition. Indeed, not in years 
has a case stirred up such a swirl of 
political intr:gue as this did in Seattle, 
despite the fact that the murder itself 
had nothing whatever to do with poll- 
tics. 

Gaines hid been separated from his 
wife 16 years. There had been a 
daughter, Svivia. born of the union, 
but in all these vears he had not seen 
her. His wfe married avain and so 
did he. A con‘inent separated them. 
Syvlvia’s) mother never mentioned 
Gaines’ name to the girl, but the girl 
was curious. She wanted to see her 
father. sload called tO blood. 

After she was graduated trom 
Smith college, at Northampton, Mass., 
in June, 1925, at the age of 21, Svivia 
set out to tind her father. No doubht 
her memories of him sweet to 
her. Whatever any one else might 
say of him. the girl felt that he had 
been misunderstood. She wanted to 
find him and talk to him. 

All that summer she persisted in her 
search, and tinally she found a clew 
to his whereabouts in a newspaper 
item.

With that. according to Stern, 
Gaines threw his arms around his 
friend and with tears in his eyes said: 

“That’s just what happened!” 

Gaines was arrested and held for 
the murder June 29. 

On the witness stand during the 
coroner’s inquest before he was or- 
dered held, Gaines teld of his move- 


path, drove to a spot where a street 
and the path intercepted.” 

County authorities appeared to 
have no doubt that they had the right 
man for the crime. Colvin said that 
he had been getting new evidence all 
the time of threats and admissions 
Gaines had made, but he said he 
would not discuss his evidence before 
the proper time.

REMEMBER vividiy my first meeting with Kahlil Gib- 

ran. It occurred at one cf those cultural tea parties so 

dear to the heart of the average American woman, and 
so abhorrent to husbands, sons and lovers.. As a result the 
atmosphere was pervasively, even oppressively, feminine, in- 
ducing a psychic mood analogous to the physical sensation 
of immersion in warm water or the feel of an old-fashioned 
feather bed. In the waning afternoon he and I were the 
only two men remaining, which may be the reason why, 
metaphorically speaking, we so fell on one another’s necks. 

I do not think that at that time I had really “read” him, 
though I probably pretended that I had done so, as he 
possibly pretended that he had done the same by me. But 
this proved to be a matter of no importance; we came 
together “like kinsmen met a-night,” finding that we spoke 
so much the same language that there was scarecly need of 
speech at all. 

In that first meeting I saw him as I now see him, all later 
encounters having only deepened and intensified the ime 
pression received then. Three words describe him: artist, 
poet, prophet, though they should be only one word, but this 
the English ianguage fails to furnish forth. 

Gibran is a native of Lebanon. Now Lebanon, like 
Delphos, is holy ground, a nursery of prophets, one of those 
places where the sacred flame has never been permitted to 
snuff out. The Lebanites, I am told, are as different from 
other Syrians as the Scotch highlander is different from the 
lowlander—more so, indeed, because they are of Nordic, and 
not of Semitic, stock. His was what is called in the East a 
“fortunate” birth. for he was brought up in an atmosphere 
of love, beauty and abundance. Not only were his people 
affluent and cultured, but his mother’s family, from far back, 
was he most musical in all the countryside. 

The boy was extraordinarily precocious, drawing, build- 
ing, modeling and writing with such absorption and avidity 
that his parents used to try vainly to bribe him to stop. 
When he was only eight, the pale presentments in books 
and prints of the mighty spirits of Michelangelo and 
Leonardo stamped themselves indelibly upon his conscious- 
ness—“wax to receive and marble to retain.” At the age of 
twelve his parents brought him to this country. He returned 
and entered a Syrian college at fourteen and a half. For 
a number of years thereafter conceive of him as going and 
coming between Europe and America, pausing long enough 
in Paris to learn drawing as practiced in the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts; always in active exercise of his twofold talent~ 
poet and painter inextricably one. 

His earlier works were written in Asabic—prose poems: 
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Hidden Face of God 


“Broken Wings,” “Spirits Rebellious,” and a number of plays. 
These were published in the United States, Egypt and Syria, 
and soon made him known to the entire Arabic world, which 
extends—ethnically and linguistically—from China to Spain. 
The character and depth of his influence upon that world 
may be inferred from the fact. that it gave rise to a new 
word: Gibranism, Just what this word means Gibran’s 
English readers will have no difficulty in divining: mystical 
vision, metrical beauty, a simple and fresh approach to the 
so-called “problems” of life. 

About ten years ago, in this, the land of his adoption, he 
began to write exclusively in English, and those ten years 
have been sufficient for him to create a corresponding im- 
pression upon the Anglo-Saxon world as well. The books he 
is known by to this world are “The Madman,” “The Fore- 
runner,” “The Prophet,” “Sand and Foam,” to which must 
be added “Jesus, the Son of Man,” his latest, and a collec- 
tion of twenty drawings without text. 

These books are sparks from one fiery trail, parts of one 
coherent structure, the successive presentment of a simul- 
taneity—a presentment which has by no means come to an 
end. For Gibran’s most widely known poem, “The Prophet,” 
which deals with man’s relation to his fellow-man, is the 
first of a trilogy, to be followed by “The Garden of the 
Prophet,” having for its theme the relationship between 
man and nature, and “The Death of the Prophet,” the re- 
lationship between man and God. It is not possible to “get” 
Gibran without some sense of these organic relations, any 
more than it is possible to sense the vast sweep of Michel- 
angelo’s genius by looking at the Sistine ceiling, panel by 
panel, through ‘an opera glass. 

I do not propose to analyze these books, nor even dis- 
cuss them: there they are, and each reader must interpret 
them as he may please. Gibranism I leave to the Herr 
professors past, present and to come. Some cosmo-concep- 
tion is implicit in the works of every mystic—and Gibran is 
a mystic—but I am no more interested in cosmo-conceptions 
than in cross-word puzzles—which they greatly resemble— 
and neither, I venture to say, is he, except in so far as some 
such kind of an inner pattern may help him to precipitate 
the particular kind of beauty of which he is in search. 

Syrians in seven countries are celebrating this year the 
Silver jubilee of Gibran’s spiritual writing. His iirst book, 
“Music,” written in Arabic twenty-five years ago, has been 
translated into twelve languages. Syrians consider it an 
inspired work. Admirers of Mr. Gibran wiH gather on his 
birthday, January 6, in Egypt, Germany, Syria and three South 
American countries to celebrate this anniversary and to 
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‘eat Sacrifice 
om “Jesus, the Son of Man,” and “The Prophet,” 
of Alfred A. Knopf 


have public readings from “The Prophet” and “The Son of 
Man.” 

A philosophy—conscious or unconscious—is to the author 
what dynamic symmetry is to the painter, or to the builder, 
the scaffolding with which he surrounds his monument— 
however necessary to the construction they should not be 
in evidence in the finished structure. Gibran’s works, it is 
true, form a sequence; they represent the “Pilgrim's 
Progress,” each is a “Station of the Cross”; but each one 
contains and is the whole, in the same sense that each 
branch of a tree is itself a tree, and each leaf a tree in 
miniature. To achieve these unities is the problem of the 
artist, who labors to conceal all evidence of labor, and this 
being so, he prefers to keep such matters to himself. 

The theme of Gibran’s books is one with his major in- 
terest, and his major interest is in life. He aims to discover 
some workable way of feeling, thinking, living, which shall 
lead toward mastery—how to serve the forces which enslave 
us until they are by us enslaved. Such, I take it, is his pur- 
pose, his “message,” but having said so much I should be 
remiss nut to call attention to the extraordinary dramatic 
power, deep erudition, lightning-like intuition, lyrica] lift 
and metrical mastery with which that message is presented, 
and the Beauty, Beauty, Beauty, which permeates the entire 
pattern, with which everything he touches seems fairly to 
drip, as it were. - 

Gibran’s paintings I have never seen; his symbolic draw- 
ings represent a phase of art with which I have no affinity, 
and therefore prefer not to speak; his portraits and ideal 
heads are frequently magnificent, and possess a strikingly 
Leonardesque quality. Like the great Florentine before him, 
Gibran seems to be always searching for the periect androg- 
ynous type, knowing that in this some cosmic secret, well 
for men to know, lies deeply hid and preciously enWrapped. 

Because the character and personality of Jesus represent 
this Man-woman nature in the purest and most perfect 
torm of which we are yet aware, is perhaps one reason why 
Gibran’s imagination has always hovered about the majesty 
of Jesus’s teachings and the mystery of His life. He has 
made that life the subject of his latest book: “Jesus, the Son 
of Man,” he calls it. and to have named it thus instead of 
“Christ, the Son of God,” casts a light upon his entire 
attitude toward life. 

To him “nothing is higher than the human’’—the only 
supernatural he recognizes is man’s own super-nature, and 
he has utter faith in man’s power to become divine by 
realizadicu—that is, by making real the divine, in the human 
life. 


Of this process and its results he chooses Jesus as the 
great exemplar and he is so eager that his readers should 
both see and understand Him, that he adopts the device of 
straining Jesus, so to speak, through the consciousness of His 
immediate contemporaries, enemies and friends alike—each 
one a cloth of finer or coarser texture, in which some trait 
or aspect is netted. or on which it leaves an azure or 
crimson stain. 

The cumulative effect of this method—the same that 
Browning used in “The Ring and the Book’’—is enormous, 
and of all of the books written about Jesus, this one, if 
only for this reason, may be said to be unique. It is dis- 
tinguished aiso by the varied beauty of its prose and verse, 
and its dramatic intensity. Though not cast in the form of 
a play, it shows Gibran’'s power of conceiving situations and 
creating characters which convince by their truth to human 
nature and their fidelity to life. One wishes that at some 
future time he would adopt the dramatic form more 
definitely. He could wield that Excalibur—how few can! 

When I was asked to write this article I went through the 
form of “interviewing” Gibran, and so asked him that most 
banal and bromidic of all the interviewer's questions, his 
“impression” of America, just to see what. he would Say. 
He answered me after this fashion: 

“Conceive of the world as a rose-bush in a sky-garden, 
with races and civilizations for its blooms. Some flourish, 
from others the petais are falling, here one is withered, and 
just beside it, where once was a great red-hearted blossom, 
only an empty stalk remains to tell the tale. Now on this 
rosebush America represents the bud just pressing at its 
sheath, just ready to blossom; still hard, still green, and 
not yet fragrant, but vigorous and full of life.” 

Beauty is to hing more than a word, more than a thing, 
it is a Being, one which may be made manifest, materialized 
through the magical power of the combined action of the 
hand and the brain. He believes that Beauty blesses him 
who makes it thus manifest, and his sense of the reciprocal 
action between “the unborn, the soul that passes not away” 
and its shadow on time-space—the personality—he trans- 
lated into the terms of his own experience in the following 
way: 

“If I encounter a beautiful face on the street my eyes 
are fed, my spirit exalted, but I want to know that beauty 
also with my brain, and with my hand—I want to draw 
it, and if by chance I am able, I participate in it, I become 
part of it, and it becomes part of me. That’s what always 
happens to the artist—all the time I was writing “The

| that. If, by efforts to make it 

artistic, we spoil it for them 

we had better leave it alone—even if 
it remains grotesque. 

3ut by making it a more beautiful 
and a more fitting expression of the 
Christmas spirit than we see In many 
homes, we canshardly disappoint any 
child. Christmas is the happies time 
of the year and therefore, psychol- 
ogists tell us, the time in which chil- 
dren are influenced most profoundly. 
Can we through the Christmas tree, 
which they so love, lead them to 
higher ideals of harmony and fitness 
and beauty? 

My own ideas respecting Christmas 
trees began to accumulate one after- 
noon shortly before Christmas several 
years ago when I talked with a wom- 
an sitting next to me an a Street Car. 
“We plan our Christmas tree,’’ she 
said. ‘‘This year we have ordered a 
blue spruce. Fluffs of delicate gray 
blue will outline the branches. The 
children will first dve and then pick 
apart wool batting to get the fluffy 
gray blue effect. Todav | bought soft 
yellow electric bulbs. Here and there, 
in moderation, we shall use ornaments 
of yellow and green and of red or- 
ange. We hope that cur tree 
will suggest the calm joy of Christ- 
mas.” 

“Plan a Christmas tree!’ I thought 
as the woman left the car. “Does any- 
body deliberately design a Christmas 
tree to produce a unified. clearly rec- 
ognized effect?” 

Almost guiltily | pictured to myself 
scenes of “tree trimming” In my own 
home. A few davs before Christmas 
we bought the best tree left. Promis- 
cuously we piled up trimmings. Balls 
of all colors, cranberry strings, tinsel, 
booklets, colored electric bulbs, cornu- 
copias, stars, popcorn balls, cotton 
batting, stuffed birds, glass _ icicles, 
lilies, artificial snow, Santa Clauses, 
gingerbread men and angels.. On 
Christmas Eve the tree was set in any 
corner it happened to fit and our 
hodge podge was piled on. 

From that afternoon I have viewed 
Christmas trees critically and have 
discovered in Christmas preparations 
for my own children that it doesn’t 
spoil anything—not even a Christmas 
tree for the most exacting child—to 
have an eye for a beautiful effect. We 
sometimes fail to realize that the child 
delights in a Christmas tree not only 
because it stands for the season in 
which he gets about everything he 
wants. The tree is a symbol. Can 
we make it symbolize for him some- 
thing higher than mere gratification of 
his wants? Can it with its brightness 
and beauty come to stand for the spirit 
of Christmas or’ for some emotion 
that Christmas brings forth in the hu- 
man heart? 

Some people may insist that this 
trimming up with man-made orna- 
ments a nature-created tree is foreign 
to the spirit of art. But once a year 
millions of us—big and littl—long 
for the traditional Christmas tree. The 
principles of art need not be disregard- 
ed in its decoration. It can be made 
a truthful, though unique, expression 
of Christmas spirit.

or buoyancy, hope or joy, giving of 
worship? Which will dominate—the 
spirit of Santa Claus or of the angels 
or of brotherhood?” 

Christmas is a season with many 
and varied associations. One Christ- 
mas tree cannot bring-up all the beau- 
tiful associations without producing 
discord. To try to get too many et- 
fects or to bring in too many ideas, de- 
Stroys the essential unity, simplicity 
and harmony. 


A color scheme for trimming helps. 


to give a Christmas tree harmony. 
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One decorated entirely with snowy 
white may radiate genuine Christmas 
atmosphere; so may a tree showered 
with the cranberry’s soft red; or a tree 
with ornamental dashes of blue green 
and yellow orange and red violet, 
each softened, or a tree shining with 
grayed hues of every color. 

If vou want your little potted 
Douglas fir to draw out strong teel- 
ings of social gavety, if you want it 
to bid every one who enters the house 
to be joyous, to feast and, perchance, 
to sing and to dance, a fitting color to 
use upon the soft green foliage is red. 
A tree—large or small—trimmed en- 


tirely in red can be beautiful and sug- 
vestive of vigorous emotions. 

Yellow may be used to call forth 
less fiery but nevertheless deep feel- 
ing. Suppose one wants to empha- 
size the religious side of the Christ- 
mas season. to make the tree a svm- 
bol of what the birth of Christ has 
meant to the world. Life—cheerful, 
buoyant, enduring—may be suggested 
by using upon the evergreen branches 
a radiant vellow. 

Blue is not ordinarily associated 
with the Christmas tree, yet blue has 
heen effectively used in the home of 
one of my friends. Here adoration is 
looked upon as the supreme emotion 
of Christmas. On Christmas morn- 
ing the children of this home scam- 
pered io the fireplace with which 
Santa had had his way during the 
nivht. the fireplace stockings 
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were emptied and new toys tested. 
After the Santa Claue excitement had 
subsided the mother told the children 
the ‘‘real Christmas story as they Sat 
about the Christmas tree. It was a 
majestic spruce, which sheltered a 
erotto underneath, where the Christ 
Child was the center of an adoring 
group—mother and father, shepherds 
and Magi. On the branches of the 
tree there glowed many little lights 
of ethereal blue. The tree seemed to 
be endowed with spirit, which was 
wafted upward in the beams of light. 
If the tree haa possesse’ the gift of 
song it would have sung. !n the words 


of the “Magnificat,” ““My soul doth 
magnify the Lord.” 

In the home next door there was a 
very different but a well planned and 
pleasing tree. . It was, as it were, ded- 
icated to Santa Claus. Santa’s own 
colors, crimson and white, were used 
in trimming. Bright crimson stock- 
ings, almost bursting, and ahite bas- 
kets filled with deep crimson candies 
hung far in upon the strong part of 
the limbs. Strings of pure white pop- 
corn hung upon the’ branches °* in 
showers. 

Twin trees in bluish effect are a 
family delight in a home where the 
sun parlor is the playroom. There on 
a platform for tovsand gifts stand two 
<ymmetrical trees, each with a snow- 
covered base that one would never 
CueSS Was originally an orange box. 
L’pon the branches softly outlined by 
flufs of white cotton, vellowish blue 
light from conical blue bulbs casts a 
¢lamour suggesting that Santa has just 
transported his favorite twin trees to 
this particular sun parlor direct trom 
fairviand. 

In texture and suggestion, as well 
as in coler, the various ornaments 
should harmonize with the tree and 
with each other. (Gsingerbread 
and tinsel, for instance, do not seem 
to helong together, and ribbon is not 
ordinarily an appropriate trimming for 
a tree. 
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Fitness and interest should be con- 
sidered in selecting ornaments. Per-« 
fect spherical forms, for instance, are 
almost never produced by nature. As 
a rule they are neither natural nor in- 
teresting on a Christmas tree. Their 
rigid line should be broken—if they 
are used—by hanging them back so 
that they gleam through the branches. 
Ornament in which the curve of the 
eclipse or of the oval, rather than the 
curve of the circle, if used is more 
subtle and artistically suggestive. 

Conventionalized ornament is, gen- 
erally, preferable to naturalistic orna- 
ment. Could there be a more ludi- 
crous attempt at suggesting the super- 
natural element than suspending in 
the Christmas tree supposedly natur- 
alistic angels? These are described 
by a mail order company as ‘“‘made 
with composition bodies covered with 
wax. Cloth dress around their bodies. 
Have painted features and mohair 
wigs.”’ 

Overburdening the tree with trim- 
ming is a common mistake. Allow 
the tree to continue to be what it is 
a tree, not a rack upon which to hang 
things. The tree itself should ‘‘stand 
out,” its beauty, if possible, enhanc- 
ed, but never obscured. Don’t use 
too much ornament and don’t, by 
hanging decorative material on the 
tips of the branches, deform the nat- 
ural lines of the tree. One year after 
we had learned to plan the Christmas 
tree the children and | selected our 
tree’s ornament for its harmonious 
color, texture, scale and design. But 
we were not Satisfied with our trim- 
med effect, though we could not dis- 
cover where the trouble lay. After 
Christmas, when we disrobed the tree, 
we first took off the tinsel bands that 
had been hung around and around in 
festoons from branch to branch. As 
soon as these encircling bands were 
removed there stood the tree, digni- 
fied and serene. At Christmas we

contained works of

of Egypt was al- 
ready far advanced. 

Babylonian civiliza- 

tion is considered 

still older. An in- 

scription more than 

6,000 years old was 

found on a granite obelisk at Susa, 
giving a complete system of com- 
merce, currency and weights. Neither 
the Hebrew chronology nor the Sep- 
tuagint can be reconciled with the 
early date of man’s appearance. The 
creation of the world, according to 
the Hebrew chronology by Usher, was 
4004 B. C. The Septuagint makes 
the date of creation about 400 years 
earlier. 

There is the argument trem the ex- 
istence of different languages. Far 
back in the past we find evidence of 
distinct families of languages. The 
date of the beginning of the difteren- 
tiation of human speech must be re- 
mote indeed. The narrative of the 
Tower of Babel cannot be a scien- 
titic account of the origin of different 
languages. We _ possess inscriptions 
in these languages as early as 4000 
B. C. Difference of language depends 
on difference of race, according to 
comparative philology. 

There is the argument from. the 
very early racial differences. Difter- 
ence of racial types was found on 
Egyptian monuments, dating back to 
4000 B. C. 
most divergent races have arisen by 
variations from a Single original stock. 
The beginning of the differentiation 
must have been in remote antiquity. 

There is the argument from geo- 
logical and archaeological investiga- 
tion. 

Geological discoveries in England, 
Belgium, France and America prove 
that man existed in a rude, primitive 
state 20,000 years from the present 
time. This account is based on ob- 
jects left by man with remams of ani- 
mals long since extinct. 

There was the age or iron, the age 
of bronze and the age of stone. In 
the stone age there was the Neolithic 
man, and still further back the paleo- 
lithic man. 

Archaeology shows that the tradi- 

tienal date of the creation of man 
falls within the historic period in 
Egypt and Babylon. 
.. The ancients, as we call them, are 
modern. The first chapters of Gene- 
sis do not begin to reach back in time 
to the real origin of man. 

The Bible account of the antiquity 
of the world falls far short of the age 
of the world as estimated by science.

Fossils were noticed by Leonardo 
da Vinci in the early years of the six- 
teenth century. 

Then there were 300 years of bit- 
ter controversy until the beginning of 
the nineteenth century.

Aithough festooning may some- 
times be made truly decorative by em- 
phasizing the tree’s outline, the ar- 
ranging of separate ornaments does 
not so often create lines that are an- 
tagonistic to a tree’s structural lines. 

Every year a family of my ac- 
quaintance sets up an effective tree, 
which in its decoration does not have 
a single curved line. In a beautiful 
old Colonial home with its straight- 
forward, honest lines lives this fam- 
ily, itself honest, unassuming and at 
peace with the world. Every one of 
the many visitors is led to the great 
family fireplace. At Christmas there 
is placed where the glow of the fire- 
place falls upon it a strong straight 
tree.

more interesting than that on the 
other side. Balance should be evident 
at any point from which the tree is 
to be viewed. 

The comparative size, shape, color, 
and texture, of two or more orna- 
ments give each a certain amount of 
balancing power. A large object of 
intense color heavier than one of soft- 
ened color. As a rule, hang the 
heaviest looking ornaments farther 
out toward the tips of the branches 
and up. For the sake of emphasizing 
a particularly suggestive object, such 
as a Star, this rule may be disregarded 
without “unbalancing” a tree. 

Never hang an ornament where it 
bends a branch. A tree that seems to 
be overburdened or one that looks 
lopsided fails, from an artistic stand- 
point to produce genuine Christmas 
atmosphere. 

Yes, the Christmas tree is for the 
children. That is the very reason why 
we should exercise care in its decora- 
tion. Art along any line exerts its 
influence early. 

And it’s all the better when the chil- 
dren themselves take part in working 
out something worthy to stand in the 
home as the symbol of Christmas. 
Perhaps through their own efforts at 
expressing in the Christmas tree what 
Christmas means to them they may 
come to realize more fully what 
Christmas means to the world.

Astronomers tell us that the entire

The Biblical account of the relation 
of the earth and heavenly bodies is 
not in agreement with astronomy. In 
the old conception the earth ts a sta- 
tionary disk resting upon “the waters 
under the earth.” In front of thts 
dome, the sun, moon and stars move 
around the earth. The sun is seventy- 
five miles away. The geocentric con- 
stitution of the universe was accepted. 

This was the theory of Ptolemy 
about the middle of the second cen- 
tury after Christ. 

Copernicus wrote his epoch-making 
work in 1543 A. D., in which he con- 
tended for the heliocentic arrangement 
of the universe. Newton’s discovery 
of the law of gravitation enabled as- 
tronomers to determine the position 
and movement of heavenly bodies. 

There was intense theoldgical oppo- 
Sition to Galileo and Copernicus. 
Newton was accused of putting gravi- 
tation in the place of God. The con- 
flict, however, was not between de- 
vout Christians and undevout scien- 
tists, but between Christians and 
Christians, so that the victory of sci- 
ence is a Christian victory 

Copernicus in his last moments 
said: “‘Let now thy servant depart in 
peace O Lord!”

Gaines had killed the girl, said Star- 
wich, because he had been crazed by 
the thought of her leaving him. 

The sheriff’s announcement aroused 
a perfect storm of protest from the 
lawyers C ommissioner Gaines had re- 
tained to defend his brother. They 

called Starwich’s story a tissue of lies, 

a political plot to besmirch the name 
of Gaines and bring about the defeat 
he would 
come up for renomination in Septem- 
ber. 

According to the defense attorneys. 
Gaines and Sylvia had not been picked 
up-in the park for petting. The of- 
ficers, they declared, had merely been 
investigating the license plates of the 
car. 

Another sensation was 
when counsel for the defense, in their 
denunciation of Starwich and his 
story, stated that they were working 
on clews that ‘‘some one close to the 
sheriff’s office’? had committed the 
crime!

When Colvin put F. S. Barrows, a 
hotelkeeper, on the stand to testify re- 
garding Gaines’ visit to a hotel with 
his daughter, the defense attorney, 
John D. Carmody, entered heated 
objections to the “attempts of the 
state to turn this hearing into a sex 
drama.’’ This led to a lengthy word 
battle between opposing attorneys. 

Prosecutor Colvin introduced the 
story of a chambermaid who walked 
into a room Gaines and-his daughter 
were occupying at the hotel several 
nights before the murder. 

When the name of Louis Stern was 
called the defendant folded his hands 
tightly and edged up a bit in his chair. 
He stared fixedly at the witness while 
Stern told his damaging story of 
Gaines’ visit to his home the night of 
the murder. 

Stern testified that Gaines came to 
his home about 9:30 the night of the 
killing. The murder had been com- 
mitted about 9 o’clock. Gaines was 
apparently excited, said Stern, and 
blurted out: 

“Remember what I’ve always told 
you. That if | couldn’t go and come 
as | wanted to and take a drink and 
take as many as I wanted to, I’d kill 
‘em. That’s just what happened.” 

He testitied that a month before the 
killing he was painting a ceiling in a 
bedroom of the Gaines home, when 
Sylvia came in and rolled up one of 
fer haiee s, displaying marks on her 
arm. She told him, he said, that her 
father had inflicted them. 

Stern was perhaps the star witness 
for the prosecution. But Colvin 
threw the defense into something of a 
panic when he produced a_ surprise 
witness in the shape of Harry Wur- 
ster, an automobile mechanic. The 
defense had not known about him. 
According to his story, he had not in- 
tended te say anything, but his con- 
science had bothered him and forced 
him to appear. 

Wurster swore that he saw Gaines’ 
automobile within a few minutes of 
the kiting not more than 50 yards 
from the erove of trees in which 
Sviv's ( , heaten to death.

for the defense, in his address to the 
jury, stated that Gaines was near a 
tire shop close to his home when the 
girl came to her death more than two 
miles away. He promised to prove the 
testimony of Louis Stern false. -™ 


John E. Mullane, the first witness, 
swore that he confronted Stern with 
Commissioner Gaines and told Stern 
to “come clean and tell the commis- 
sioner everything he knew.” He said 
that Stern then stated that the accused 
man had come to his house about 9 or 
9:15 o’clock that night and told Stern 
o “hurry as Sylvia was gone and he 
must find her.’’ 

Mrs. Gaines, wife of the defendant, 
came to his aid when she swore on 
the stand that she had never sus- 
pected him, as the state had contend- 
ed, of being infatuated with his daugh- 
ter. She denied also that she had 
ever accused him of ‘‘spooning in the 
park.”’ 

Cross-examined by Colvin, she said 
She had seen nothing unusual in her 
husband spending a night at a hotel 
with his daughter. “Sylvia and I had 
agreed,’’ she said, “that whichever 
one of us happened to be with Mr. 
Gaines when he was intoxicated would 
take care of him. I did not object to 
their staving at a hotel because | 
knew my husband had been drinking.” 

She became pale with anger as she 
flung back her denials. 

The defendant himself took the 
stand on August 17. He denied that 
his relations with his daughter had 
been anything but those of a parent 
and denied that he had been anywhere 
near the scene of the crime that night.

His story as to his whereabouts at 
the time of the crime was substan- 
tiated by John A. Billings. a fireman, 
who testified that Gaines was seen to 
step from his car at the outskirts of 
Woodland park, two miles from 
Green lake, at 9:05 p. m. the night 
of the murder. 

According to the defense in_ its 
summation, Gaines had believed that 
his wife had killed Sylvia. Mrs. 
Gaines wilted in her chair and wept 
when this statement was made. Gaines 
did not move a muscle. The state 
said this was “the cruelest blow ever 
given a woman.” 

The case went to the jury on Au- 
gust 19 and after four hours of delib- 
eration they returned a verdict of 
guilty. Gaines collapsed at the an- 
nouncement, but quickly recovered. 
“It sure was a body blow,” he com- 
mented later. 

His lawyers staged a determined 
fight for a new trial on the grounds 
that evidence regarding the alleged 
unnatural relations had not been ad- 
missible, the fact that the public had 
been barred from the proceedings, and 
that certain state witnesses had been 
held incommunicado from the de- 
fense. The appeal was denied. 

On August 31 of this year, Wallace 
Gaines went to his death protesting 
his innocence and denouncing his 
prosecutors. In a final statement 
made public by his wife, he said: 

‘1 do not forgive the friends who 
are the cause of taking an innocent 
man’s life, and know that they will be 
made to suffer for the unjust punish- 
ment they have inflicted on my fam- 
ily. They will pay dearly for this out- 
rage on earth and in the hereafter, for 
their sins will find them out.” 

His last words on the scaffold were, 
“Get this over as soon as you can.”

I have repeatedly caHed public at- 
tention to this mistake, and even the 
American Red Cross has noticed my 
faint murmur to the extent of a letter 
or two in which a life saving instruc- 
tor, who proved to be a doctor in dis- 
guise, offered me some rather feeble 
reasons why the mistake was adopted 
and ‘‘approved.” Yes, a few of the 
other organizations that participate in 
the mistake have acknowledged a mild 
degree of annovance or even a wee 
bit of curiosity about the ground for 
my criticism. But evidently these or- 
ganizations have a very good under- 
Standing among themselves, a kind of 
mutual admiration seciety, and while 
no particular individual among them 
or of them ventures to hold himself 
out as an authority on the subject of 
artificial respiration, they all go into 
a huddle on it and—well, there you 
are. It is simply and clearly set forth 
in the little green book. 

| told about the little green book 
here September 25. Briefly, it is a 
manual on first aid and resuscitation 
in gas poisoning, electric shock and 
drowning, published jointly by the 


m American Gas wssociation and the Na- 


tional Electric Light association, pre- 
sumably for the mstruction of em- 
ployees. And I'll say the litthe book- 
let is an excellent and practical guide, 
except the fatcl mistake in the in- 
Structions it gives for artificial respira- 
tion. Mind, this mistake is approved 
hy all the official or quasti-official 
bodies in the mutual admiration so- 
ciety. Here is the fatal mistake: 

(1) Lay the patient on his belly, 
one arm extended directly overhead, 
the other arm bent at elbow and with 
the face turned outward and resting 
on hand or forearm, so that the nose 
and mouth are free for breathiag. 

What these well-intending folk are 
trving to describe is Schaefer’s meth- 
od, though they carefully omit the 
name of the man who discovered the 
method and gave it to the world. 
Perhaps one reason for this strange 
omission is that Schaefer would 
scarcely approve the curious modifica- 
tion of the method that these gas, 
electric and government officers have 
introduced. Schaefer directs that both 
arms be extended above the head and 
the subject’s face be turned toward 
ane side, for the purpose these green 
hook people indicate, namely, to free 
the nose and mouth for breathing. 

In resuscitation from gas or electric 
,pasphyxia this may be of no conse- 
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quence. For resuscitation trom drown- 
ing it may be the straw that saves a 
lite, for the position Schaefer pre- 
scribes permits fluid to drain from the 
breathing passages by gravity,. where- 
as the strange position these green 
hook people substitute tends to pre- 
vent such dratnage. This same little 
green book includes some further in- 
Structions for resuscitation from 
drowning, and the horrible part of it 
is that a fatal delay is advised—in 
fact, a picture shows the student just 
how to postpone the vital manipula- 
tion that may restore breathing, while 
performing some utterly unwarranted 
monkeyshines with the body in the 
foolish attempt to ‘‘clear water from 
the upper air passages’’—a procedure 
as unjustifiable as “‘rolling him on a 
barrel.” 

The director of first aid and safety 
instruction in a large organization has 
this to say about my criticisms of the 
little green book and of the obstinacy 
of the Red Cross and other bodies 
about this error: 

“Don’t you dare to. call that little 
green book mine. It-is the result of 
Several journevs to Washington and 
many long and tiresome conferences 
there, which meetings were composed 
principally of M. D.’s in uniform, who 
because of their incapacity filled me 
with wonder as to how they were able 
to get the right to place M. D. after 
their names and as to who the moron 
was who permitted them to assume a 
uedvform .....” 

No, it isn’t that the medical officers 
are incompetent or not fully up to the 
minute in medical education, but per- 
haps they are the victims of a system 
that makes them seem that way. |! 
have nothing at stake and | can speak 


freely. In my judgment, the surgeon 
general of the Public Health Service, 
and the chief medical officers of the 
other government services listed in 
the mutual admiration group, are to 
blame for this fatal error. I venture 
to say that when the little green book 
was compiled and published none of 
these eminent officers knew enough 
about Schaefer’s method of artificial 
respiration to’ recognize the fatal mis- 
take. I do met-say this out of disre- 
spect or any mean feeling whatever. 
| believe | express a perfectly fair and 
true opinion. | am strengthened in 
this belief by an instance on record. 
Only two or three years ago the very 
aggressive health commissioner of a 
great American city tssued a public 
bulletin advising “‘pumping the arms”’ 
as the proper way to perform artificial 
respiration. Unquestionably there are 
thousands of leading physicians 
throughout the country who would 
not know precisely how best to resus- 
citate a drowning victim or a victim 
of electric shock or asphyxiation. I 
believe the medical officers of the 
government services who “approved”’ 
the great mistake were neither better 


nor worse qualified than the rank and 


file of the medical profession. They 
assumed they knew something they 
really did not understand. In the medi- 
cal profession those at the top are 
notoriously reluctant to defer to any 
opinion or idea advanced from an 
inferior level. And this phychology 
explains why the experts of the va- 
rious bodies in the mutual admiration 
group are standing pat on the mistake 
they have so thoroughly indorsed. 
Once again, here is the correct 
technic, the proper way, to resuscitate 
a victim of drowning. Get your shears

or knife and cut this out before you 
go any further. I shall have no copies 
and no other form of instructions to 
send you later. So cut it out now 
and preserve it and practice the ma- 
neuver on any volunteer subject who 
wishes to be prepared to save life in 
an emergency. 

The instant the-victim is brought 
from submersion onto solid ground or 
floor place him prone (belly down), 
both his palms on the ground away 
from and above the head. Turn the 
subject’s head toward one side. If the 
ground is not level, place the head 
lowest. If there is a garment, cushion 
or folded blanket at hand place it un- 
der his belly; but this is not essential. 

Kneel astride or beside the subject’s 
hips. Place your hands upon the small 
of the back, your thumbs beside the 
spine and your fingers out over the 
lowest ribs. 

Lean forward so that the weight of 
the upper part of your body presses 
down for two or three seconds 
through your hands upon the sub- 
ject’s abdomen and chest, and forces 
air out of the lungs. 

Lean back and rest a second. This 
releases the compression, and air is 
drawn into the lungs again by the na- 
tural elastic rebound. 


This is all there is to do except that 
this process be continued as explained 
In paragraph number 3 below. This 
is Schaefer’s method of resuscitation, 
artificial respiration, and it is not only 
the simplest to understand, the easiest 
to perform, but the most effective 
method known to man, more effective 
than any kind of machine or breathing 
apparatus. It is so simple that any 5- 
year-old child should be capable of 
applying it in any emergency. 

Now let me repeat one or two cau- 
tions, especially for the benefit of the 
thousands of persons who have been 
wrongly instructed by the Red Cross 
and other agencies: 

1. Any fluid in the breathing pas- 
sages will drain from the nose and 
mouth by gravity if the subject ts 
placed in the position Schaefer ad- 
vises. 

2. It is criminal malpractice, noth- 
ing less, to waste even five seconds 
in any other attempt to ‘‘clear water 
from the lungs.” 

3. The manipulation must com- 
mence the instant the victim is brought 
to a solid surface, and it is vitally im- 
portant that the operator continue 
making 15 to 20 comptessions a min- 
ute for not less than two hours if the 
breathing is not earlier restored. 
Never interrupt the manipulation even 
for a few seconds to permit the victim 
to be carried off from the scene. 
Never interrupt unless by command 
of a responsible physician. It is not 
difficult to keep up artificial respira- 
tian while the victim is being convey- 
ed to a hospital. There is no reason 
why the work should stop to permit 
other treatments, such as hypoder- 
mics, warmth, friction, or even the 
administration of 5 per cent carbon 


dioxide oxygen or air.

In our family there is a pink satin 
pincushion, known as ‘Old Faithful.”’ 
It is stuffed with some solid substance 
which makes it practically puncture- 
proof and when you attempt to stick 
a pin into it it skids away like a pre- 
served pear. “Old Faithful’? was 
purchased at a church bazaar in Som- 
erset, Pa., in 1898, and has been cir- 
culating among the various branches 
ot the family ever since.

Not knowing what day it is, the 
first thing you do is to consult the 
perpetual calendar, which is set at, 
say, “Tues. Aug. 11.” So far, so 
good. Your next step is to look at 
the date line of the morning paper 


and adjust the calendar to correspond 
with it.. Having done this, you prop 
the calendar up on your desk. And 
there it remains for weeks and weeks, 
an obedient little servant, always 
ready at any time to inform you that 
today is “Mon. Dec. 24,”’ whether it 
is or not. 

Ever since | can remember this 
calendar has been in the possession of 
some member of our family. No- 
body wants the thing, and yet we all 
feel a certain affection for it. Christ- 
mas wouldn’t be Christmas without it. 
It adds a great deal io the excitement 
of opening presents, because we never 
know who will get it next. 

The first time I received it was in 
1916. The following Christmas | 
sent it to a cousin in Seattle. Five 
years later it came back to me from 
Aunt Eulalie Fogg. I kept it for a 
year, and therf dispatched it to one 
of the Texas relatives. 

. We have a tacit understanding in 
the family that the first person who 
receives ‘the perpetual calendar three 
times shall acquire permanent. posses- 
sion of it, and last week when the 
postman handed me a flat, familiar 
looking package trom Cousin Miner- 
va, | had a premonition of impending 
calamity. 

On the package was a label which 
read: 

DO NOT OPEN 
UNTIL XMAS 


But I didn’t need to open it to khow 
what it contained. Intuition told me 
that the blow had fallen; that unless 
Fate intervened I was doomed to live 
with the perpetual calendar until 
1999. Seven years, a whole life- 
time! By 1999 | would be dead, and 
glad of WH. 

Distrait and melancholy, I plucked 
absent-mindedly at the label, and be- 
fore I realized what I was doing I 
had torn away the lower half of it. 
And as I looked at it a light dawned 
upon me. Here was hope. 

Immediately I began to rehearse 
in my mind the little drama wich 
will take place day after tomorrow. 

It is Christmas morning. We are 
unwrapping our presents. ‘Here,”’ 
says Phoebe, picking up the flat pack- 
ing; “here is something for you from 
Cousin Minerva.”
